Gen. Raum held that this penaity 
was not to be enforced in cases of merely 
erroneous returns, but, only where 
the returns were intentionally false 
and fraudulent.”

THE NEW STAR ROUTE 
ITS SCOPE AND MEANING BECOMIN 
TO THE GOVERNMENT LAWYERS 

TORNEY-GENERAL’S ABSENCE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 17,-The scope 
and ineaning of the latest star-route conspir- 
acy becomes clearer every day as the char- 
acters of the affidavit-makers and their rec- 
ords become better known. The three jury- 
men who appear in me list are the three who 
voted to acquit Brady and the Dorseys and 
to convict Miner and Rerdell. Taylor, who 
indulges in a very long affidavit, was dis- 
missed from the service of the Department 
of Justice on Aug. 1 because it had been 
discovered that he was representing 
that he had authority from the Gov- 
ernment to approach jurors, Taylor 
cane into the service of the department as 
anemployé of A. B. Newcombe, who was 
dismissed last winter. After NWeombe's dis- 
missal he was retained. The post-office au- 
thorities say that he bas served aterm in the 
penitentiary, where the Government put bin 
for robbing the mails.

Graham Shipman that had been left hanging 
on the wail inside the building. Inquiry un- 
earthed the fact that Jake Terripin, col- 
ored, had stolen it. He at first denied 
knowing anything about it, but afterwards 
admitted taking the watch, and offered to re- 
turn it, provided he was not prosecuted. 
Shipman agreed to this, and the watch was 
returned to him, When this was done, and 
Terripin believed himself to be free, he was 
surprised to tind that Marshal Buchan did 
not agree to the compromise, and commenced 
walking off with him in the direction of the 
jail, accompanied by Deputy-Marshal Pete 
larrell. When they had gone but a short 
distance Tesripin met a colored friend and 
asked him for achew of tobacco. The ofli- 
cers stopped with their prisoner, and lovus- 
ened their hold on him for a moment to al- 
low him to get the chew. Seeing that the op- 
portunity was about the best tha’ had been 
offered for escape, or was likely to be, Ter- 
ripin threw Harrell down and commenced 
running down the railroad track in full 
speed, Deputy-Marshal Harrell fired two 
shots after him, and scored a goose-egg on 
each shot, the negro continuing to run as 
fast as ever. 
MARSHAL BUCHAN 
then drew his twenty-six shooter, and taking 
deliberate aim fired. Almost instantaneously 
with the report of the pistol Terripin fell to 
the ground shot through the head. When 
the oflicers reached him and turned him 
over it was found that life was just bidding 
tarewell to his body. Terripin was picked 
up and ¢arried to the portico of the Marshal's 
establisument, where he died a few mo- 
ments after. The sight of their dead com- 
rade, together with the manner in which he 
was killed, incensed the negroes greatly, and 
converted the crowd into a mob of desperate 
rioters. Bad blood coursed rn meir 
veins freely; and the bad liquor that they had 
been drinking added fuel to the flames. 
After consultation some of the leaders con- 
cluded to avenge the death of their friend 
and decided to take ont their spite on the 
man who had killed the negro. They com- 
menced searching for him, and soon found 
Marshal Buchan. They at once com- 
menced shooting and creating the 
greatest disorder. About that time a young

THE TRIALS. 

A special session of the Superior Court of 
Dodge County was at once arranged to be 
held as soon as fore to dispose of the 
gujity parties. wenty-two of the negroes 
were sent to jail after a preliminary hearing, 
and when their cases came up in the Superior 
Court conviction followed in each instance. 
The prisoners were tried in bunches, The 
first was a bunch of ten, the second con- 
tained seven, and the third five. Of this 
number Ella Moore, who was the leader of 
the mob in killing of young Harvard, Simon 
O. Quinn, Reddick Powell, Joe King, Isaac 
Shipman, and Bob Donaldson were sen- 
tenced to death on the gallows, while the 
others—Robert George, Jack Knowles, 
Robert Stith, Gus Gibbs, Frank Adams, 
Daniel Bryant, John Killum, James Olner 
Cokeland, Robert Best, William Mc Kae, 
Henry Howard, Robert Parish, Henry Car- 
michael, George Frink, Stafford Foster, and 
Jim Griswold were sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for life and have already gone there. 

MARSHAL BUCHAN, 
who killed the negro, was never called to ac- 
count for the killing, and still lives in East- 
man undisturbed. 

In the meantime they were sentenced to be 
confined in the Bibb County jail. In the 
case against Nathan Smit or rape, the 
jury found the defendant guilty. The court 
sentenced him to be hanged at the same time 
and place as the others. In this last case a 
motion for a new trial was made and the sen- 
tence suspended. But one motion for a new 
trial in all the twentyftwo cases was filed, 
and that in the case against Robert Best. who 
had already been sent onto the penitentiary. 
The condemned were conducted to 


THE MACON JAIL 


for safekeeping after their sentence, and 
there they made several desperate attempts 
to escape, the last one being last week. On 
Sunday morning while on a round of inspec- 
tion, and after having examined all the locks 
on the shackles of the prisoners, Jailer Fos- 
ter came to the cell occupied by Isaac Ship- 
man and Bob Donelson. Here he found that 
Bob’s lock had been tampered with. He 
asked Bob what had been done with it, but 
Bob swore he had not tampered with the 
lock. This Mr. Foster knew was a false- 
hood, and began to look around the cell fur 
some kind of instrument. Finally he spied 
the water-bucket, saw that 
hook of the wire handie had been 
broken off, and with this Bob had 
been endeavoring to pick the lock, Bob 
finally owned up. The bucket was taken out 
of the cell, and every vessel removed that 
had any wire about it. Mr. Foster then went 
into the cell occupied by Ella Moore, the con- 
demned woman, and found that during the 
night she had removed five bricks from the 
fire-place. She said her object was to crawl 
up the flue and then fall, that she might kill 
herself. Her main object was, however, to 
dig a hole through the fire-place to the out- 
side. and then let herself down with a rope 
made of blankets. Both these attempts were 
frustrated. To prevent further mischief on 
Ella’s part, she was chained to the floor. All 
the condemned were shackled,

as reported in THe Trisune, Gov. Colquitt

upon which the six negroes were sentenced 
to be hanged. The result of their work was 
that the execution of isaac Shipman was 
respited thirty days, until his case can be 
more thoroughly investigated. This is the 
first instance in Georgia where so great a 
number were hanged without either applica- 
tion for pew trial or appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 
THE GALLOWS 

used upon this occasion was probably the 
largest and most substantial ever erected in 
Georgia. Ample room was allowed for the 
live men tos on the trap without touch- 
ing each other, and in point of 3 the 
structure would hold up a train of ars. The 
gallows was built in a portion of the jail 
yard which was cut off by a high fence. The 

uilding of the structure took two weeks, 
and when completed was perfect in every 
particular. The yard, being small, no one 
with the exception of the officiais and a few 
invited guests could get in, and the fence 
was so high that the crowd without could not 
witness the wholesale hanging and other in- 
cidents connected with it.

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PRESBYTERIANISM. 


Closing Session of the Illinois Synod 
—Home Missions—Church Erec- 
tion — More Ministers 
Neaded.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 20:—There was a 
noticeable decrease in the attendance when 
today’s session of the Presbyterian Synod of 
Illinois began. After the customary devo- 
tional exercises the synod disposed of con- 
siderable ' miscellaneous business. There 
was some discussion upon the rules for the 
appointment and work of the standing com- 
mittees. The committee recommended that 
each of these committees except one 
be composed ef eleven members, the 
object being that these commit- 
tees should be made up of the 
Chairmen of the similar committees of the 
presbyteries. The rule proposed provided 
for eleven committees, with a total member- 
ship of 113. An amendment was proposed 
providing that these committees should meet 
on the day previous to the nifeeting of the 
synod. Serious objections were made to this 
proposition. It was argued that the commit- 
tees should be made smaller in order to en- 
able them to hold meetings with less trouble 
and expense, while the rule proposed to in- 
crease their membership. On the other hand, 
it was claimed that local committees could 
not cover the entire field and ascertain the 
needs of the various localities. The scheme 
of the committee proposed that the 
Chairmen of each of the presbyterial 
committees should constitute the synodical 
committees, which would thus be made up 
of those chosen by the Presby teries for the 
particular work assigned them, and who 
would be presumed to be most familiar with 
and best suited for that work. The discus 
sion finally resulted im the adoption of the 
report of the Committee on Rules, the times 
and places of the meetings of the standing 


committees being left to their own discretion 
and convenience. 

Subsequently these committees were ap- 
pointed according to the plan proposed by 
the committee. 

The report of the Committee on Home Mis- 
sions stated that the voluntary contributions 
from the whole synod have’ been at the rate 
of about 464 cents per member. The rate by 
the synods, as formerly constituted, is as 
follows: Central, an cents; North, 72 
cents; South, 10% cents. The receipts frou 
contributions in the different Presbyteries 
during the year were as follows:

In accordance with the recommendation 
of the committee the Rev. C. & Armstrong, 
who has far some time been employed by the 
Synod South as missionary, is continued as 
the representative of the syuod in the same 
work, and it was decided to employ another 
worker in the same field, : 

A report on the subject of church erection 
showed that during the year 211 churches in 
the synod had contributed $2,629 to the cause, 
while 267 churches had given nothing, while

— with a view to increased eiliciency in 
this work. 

Resoived, That a special committee on Higher 
Coristian Education be appointed to codperate 
in this matter with the special committee on 
this subject appointed by tne last General As- 
sembiy, the committee to consist of Rev. 
Drs. Herrick Johnson, James A. Keed, Jobn 
W. Dinsmore, and Mesers. Henry J. Willing and 
Julius 8. Taylor. 

Resvived, That the important work of planting, 
sustaining, enlarging, and endowing gir Presby- 
terian instituuons in this State—the Theological 
Seminary, colieges, and academies—be most 
carnestiy urged upou our ministers and churches 
us one of the most pressing duties of the pres- 
ent hour. 

The Committee on Narrative submitted a 
report in which it seemed disposed to criti- 
cise somewhat tne tone of complaint and dis- 
couragement indulged in by some of the 
churches. ‘The committee also found fault 
with the imperfect and unsatisfactory re- 
ports received as to the state of religion 
within the bounds of each church, and rec- 
ommended that some systematic plan be ar- 
ranged for securing fuller and more satisfac- 
tory reports upon the state of religion within 
the bonds of the synod. This recommenda- 
tion was concurred in. 

& resolution was adopted directing the 
Committee on Home Missions to have made 
a thorough canvass of every township in the 
State with a view to a systematic effort to 
evangelize the people of the State, and to 
fully report upon the condition and needs of 
the work at che next session of the synod. 

After disposing of routine business pertain- 
ing to the close of the session, and returning 
thanks to the people of Springueld for their 
hospitality, the synod adjourned.

Fron negroes, including one woman, were 
hanged at Eastman, Ga., yesterday for com- 
plicity im a terrible riot-which occurred at a 
camp-meeting at that place in August last. 
The outbreak had its origin in the arrest by 
the City Marshal of a negro gambler, who, 
upon resisting and attempting to escape, was 
shot and killed. This inflamed the negroes 
to a furious pitch, and they wreaked their 
vengeance in the most horrible manner upon 
a young man named Harvard, whom they 
killed and mutilated. In an encounter which 
followed between the white citizens and the 


riotous negroes three of the latter were | 


killed. The course of justice in this case 
Was excessively severe, as six of the negroes 
were condemned to death and five others 
were sentenced to life-imprisonment—all on 
account of the death of one white man. The 
colored people of the region regarded tne 
punisament as out of all proportion to the 
cfime committed, and there were apprehen- 
sions of trouble at the execution, but none 
-oecurred, and the five negroes were hangeg 
without any attempt at rescue.

OFFICESEEKING SHRIEKS OF NATION- 
ALISM. 

The conventions of both political parties 
have been held im this county and nomina- 
tions have been made for all the offices to be 
filled by election this fall. In their proceed- 
ings the public have been impressed with the 


great and commanding weight given to 


foreign nationalities. In all these conven- 
tions candidates have been proposed and ad- 
vocated sometimes because of their fitness and 
capacity, but often because of their nationality 
—that is, because of their place of birth—and 
the list of candidates ultimately nominated 
bears evidence that this point of nativity was 
always present, securing’ to many nomina- 
tions they otherwise would not have ob- 
tained, and defeating others who deserved 
and merited nominations which for the same 
reason they failed. to obtain. As there 
were not nominations enough to go around 
some of these nationalities obtained. more 
than their proportion, and hence other na- 
tionalities are now complaining that they did 
not get what they were entitled to. 

Been this is on the eve of the election, it 
is not out of place to say for the benefit of all 
concerned that this spirit is most objectionable 
and has become most offensive, and that it is 
high time that parties and politicaus should 
be reminded that such political designations 
as Irish, German, Scandinavian, Bohemian, 
Pole, Welsh, French, and English citizens 
are something wholly unknown to the laws 
of this country and are expressly excluded 
by the Constitution of the United States and 
of the several States, 

The law of the land and the spirit of our 
institutions make no distinctions between na- 
tive and naturalized citizens. All citizens, na 
tive or naturalized, are equal politieally before 
the law. All honors are placed equally with- 
in the legal reach of every citizen, and cer- 
tainly no person of foreign birth can com- 
plain that politically he is not placed on the 
same footing in the race of life. The Amer- 
ican people show no disposition to discrim- 
inate against any citizen because of the 
place of his nativity. If the native-born 
population make no objection to being 
crowded by those of alien birth, it is ungen- 
erous and unfair for the latter to proscribe 
or to combine against the Americans, or to 
demand that offices, honors, or places shall 
be given to the naturalized to the exclusion 
of the native-born citizen. How was the 
case at the fecent conventions held in this 
county ? 

Mike McDonald’s convention was the first 
in point of time. For weeks preceding the 
meeting of the convention that party had 
been seeking an eligible German for the gf- 
fice of Treasurer. He was sought, not be- 
cause of any particular personal or financial 
fitness, but simply and avowedly because he 
was a “German.” Mr. Seipp is a young man 
of doubtless respectable character, but he 
was selected because he was a German,” 
and he was nominated, as every one knows, 
because of this tact, and because it would 
balance the nomination of an “Irishman” 
for the office of Sheriff. All the candidates 
for Sheriff in MeDonald’s convention were 
Irish-Americans, and all others had not 
the remotest show, and McGarigle was nomi- 
nated as an “Irishman” to offset Seipp as a 
German.“ The Mike McDonald ticket was 
completed in the same way. Irish ana Ger- 
man from top to bottom, with scarcely an 
exception, No American Need Apply“ was 
the sign up in that convention. 

When the Republican Convention met/ 
it too found itself distracted by the de- 
mands of nationalities. The ‘Treasurer- 
ship was given to a candidate because 
he was a German. For the office of 
Sheriff there were several competitors, but 
the list was reduced to two, one of native 
and the other of Scandinavian birth. For 
the latter the cry of nationality was loud, and 
that it wonld have been successful there is 
no question had it not been that Hanchett 
had left an arm on the battlefield, and his 
armless sleeve actually turned the scale in 
his favor. It was not that he was an Ameri- 
can, but that his one arm appealed in his be- 
half and swayed the sympathies of the con- 
vention more powerfully than the shrieks of 
nationality. 

Mike McDonald having started his ticket 
with one German and one Irishman, his con- 
vention nominated Big Mike Ryan, because 
he was an Irishman, for County Clerk, an 
office for which he is utterly unqualified, and 
one Neumeister, a German, for Clerk of the 
Probate Court, which he also is incompetent 
to fill. A few days later the Republican Con- 
vention nominated Tom Sennott, because he 
was an lfishman, for Clerk of the Probate 
Court, and ‘the old veteran Galloway, an 
American, to be the County Clerk. 

The Republican Convention nominated, it 
is understood, as a joke and wholly uninten- 
tionally, Mr. Harris, an American, for Coro- 


| ner, and the Democratic Convention repeated 


the same joke by nominating Mr. Boyden, 
also an American, fo. the same office. 

When the convention came to nominate 
County Commissioners the Democrats nomi- 
nated two Germans, one Irishman, and one 
American, while the Republicans nominated 
two Germans and one American, and there is 
one vacancy. Outside of these selections the 
other members of the County Board are four 
irislunen, five Germans, and one man born 
in Vermont! 

It is idle to assume that these selections 
were made, except in phe case of the Curo- 
ners, by accident, or that the nationality of the 
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candidates selected was not known or can- 
yassed, or that the men, except wwe Ameri- 
eaus, were not selected partly because of 
their foreign birth. — 

Now comes the wailing of the defeated in 
both eopventions. The Irish protest that 
Medlarigle is not a “real” Irishman, and 
20,000 Irishmen are reported as intending to 
resent the insult. The Scandinavians are in 
arms because they do not get the Sheriff, 
though many thousand voters of that na- 
of the Nation. 
The French declare that their nationality has 
been overlooked. Poles and Bohemians 
complain that their strength and importance 
have been unjustly ignored. The Germans 
and the Irish, it is said, have scooped both 
parties, and both have been catered to or 
have catered to themselves most liberally. 

We have other trationalities besides the 
German and Irish. There is not a Scotch- 
man, Englishman, or Canadian. or any of 
the seventeen other nativities of Europe (ex- 
cept Irish and German) ou either ticket. 
Foreign Know-Nothingism has swept the 
whole political table, and excluded not only 
the Americans, but all others except the 
Irish and German. 

There is another aggrieved population. In 
the list of legislative nominees there ly one 
colored man, and his race claims that they 
have been ignored—that they have been 
crowded from their fair share of places by 
the white population. Words fail to give 
proper force to erief and indignation so in- 
tense as theirs! 

All over the civilized world there is 4 na- 
tionality known as the American people. 
They are supposed to Inhabit, people, rule, 
and govern the United States, Perhaps they 
ao, to some extent, but here in Chicago, on 
convention-day, they are sadly in a minority; 
their political privilege here is to turn out 
on election-day and ratify the choice of 
rulers selected by their German and Irish 
fellow-citizens. 

——— 
THE PROHIBITION QUESTION IN THE 
COUNTY CONVENTION. 

Without regard to individual convictions 
on the subject of prohibition, it seems to be 
perfectly clear that the Cook County Repub- 
lican Convention had no jurisdiction over 
the question. It was a piece of unwarrant- 
able arrogance on the part of that convention 
to instract Cook County members of the 
Legislature one way or the other. Candi- 
dates for the Legislature had already been 
nominated in the several districts of Cook 
County by convention§ representing the Re- 
publican constituents of those districts. 
But not one of the District Conventions is- 
sued any instructions to the candidates they 
putin the tieldon the prohibition question. 
There was nota suggestion of instructions, 
so far as we know, from any Republican 
club or from any organization of American, 
Scandinavian, Irish, or German Republicans. 
The Legislative treatment of the prohibition 
question was thus left to the discretion of 
the candidates who were placed in the field, 
and, so far as known, not one of them has 
the slightest intention of meddling with the 
prohibition question. What authority had 
the County Convention to usurp the fune- 
tions which the Legislative District Couven- 
tions had not seen fit to exercise? None 
whatever. 

Tag County Convention was called to 
gether fer a specific purpose. Its mission 
was to put a local county ticket in the field. 
Having nominated candidates Yor certain 
county offices, such as Sheritf, Treasurer, 
Clerk, Commissioner, it became fwnetus 
oficto. It might properly enough, perhaps, 
have passed resolutions in regard to local 
county affairs. It might have instructed its 
candidates for the County Board to reduce 
appftopriations, or its candidate for Sheriff to 
retrench in the administration of that office, 
or its candidate for County Treasurer to de- 
cline to accept Interest on funds in his hands. 
But it had no more authority to Instruct the 
Republican candidate for the Legislature 
who had been nominated by previous con- 
ventions than it had to instruct the Repub- 
lican candidates for Congress also previously. 
nominated. This was especially the case 
with regard to the question of prohibition, 
upon which all existing parties are more or 
less divided, which had been avoided by the 
District Conventions on this account, and 


wien had not been canvassea at the prima- 


ries which appointed the County Convention. 

No one Tamillar with political processes 
can deny that the County Convention ex- 
ceeded its authority in passing the anti- 
prohibition resolution, which, for the rest, 
seoms to have been introduced for the pur- 
pose of creating dissension, 

Now for the application of this point of 
agreement. The resolutions adopted by the 
convention are binding upon nobody, and 
have no political significance. The same 
would be true if these resolutions were of 
the opposit sentiment. The instructions 
they contain will not influence a single can- 
didate for the Legislature, will not induce 
any candidates already nominated by Dis- 
trict Conventions to retire, nor bring any 
new candidates into the field. In this con- 
dition of things it is not easy to understand 
why the anti-prohibition resolutions should 
distress those who are in favor of prohibi- 
tion as an abstract proposition, and have 
been in the habit of voting the Re- 
pubilean ticket, or those who think 
the Republican. county ticket to be 
a better one than Mike McDonald’s 
county ticket. The election of Mr. Hutt 
as Treasurer, or Mr. Hanghett as Sheriff, or 

r. Galloway as Clerk, or Carl Pretzel as 
Coroner, cannot possibly influence the IIII- 
nois Legislature for or against the submis- 
sion of a prohibition amendment. The 
„Raster“ resolution will not change the in- 
dividual opinions of any yoter nor the indi- 
vidual tendency of any man who shall be 
elected to the Legislature, The whole issue 
is as foreign to the struggle for the election 
of county officers as the Egyptian question 
would be if a resolution had been passed on 
that subject. 

Under these conditions it is safe to say that 
any Republican who refuses to vote, or throws 
away his vote on a prohibition ticket, or 
helps directly or by indirection to elect Mike 
McDonaid’s Democratic ticket, on account 
of the interference by the County Convention 
in A matter over whieh it had no jurisdiction, 
and which it could not possibly influence one 
way or the other, is willing to avail himself 
of any excuse to abandon his party and assist 
Mike McDonald in securing possession of the 
county oflices,

Tux resolutions supposed to be adopted by 
the Cook County Republican Convention are 
50 involved in terms and so metaphysical in 
character that there is corfsiderable differ 
ence of opinion even now as to what they 
really mean.

The Cook 
County Convention, which had nothing to 
do with the legislative ticket, made itself 
ridiculous eno by assuming to instruct 
members of the Legislature how to vote on 
the submission of a prohibition amendment, 
but it did not commit the supreme folly of 
denying the right of submission to a two- 
thirds majority of the General Assembly. 
On the contrary, the pretense of instructing 
membegs of the Legisiature is a virtual rec- 
ognition that the Legisleture has a perfect 
right to submit the question under me con- 
ditions preseribed by the Uonstitution. It is 
a matter entirely at the discretion of the 
Legisiature, in which every member will 
act according to the wishes of a majority of 
his constituents and his own convictions of 
duty and policy. From present appearances, 
however, it is not probable that a dozen 
members of the next Legislature will vote 
for prohibition. 


THE GERMAN ELECTIONS. 

The recent elections to the Prussian Diet 
appear to have resulted in a sweeping Liberal 
vietory, the various factions having elected 
a large majority of the electors, who in turn 
will elect the representatives to the Diet. 
The Upper House of the Diet consists of the 
Princes of the royal family, certain members 
of the nobility, representatives of the unt 
versities, burgomasters, and others noml- 
nated by the King for life. The Lower 
House consists of 483 members, and every 
Prussian qualified to vote at municipal 
elections is eligible to vote as an indirect 
elector, and they elect one direct elector 
from every complete number of 250 souls. 
The direct electors meet and elect the repre- 
sentatives. As far as estimated the election 
has resulted in the choice of 2,900 electors 
belonging to the Progressist and Seces- 
slonist groups, who, whatever may be 
their special issues, are anti-Bismarck, 
against 750 Conservatives, who are faithful 
to the Chancellor, The City of Berlin went 
strongly anti-Bismarck. The Conservatives 
are the Right. They are recruited from the 
noblesse and the landed gentry and may be 
called the party of Bismarck and the gup- 
porters of his policy. The Progressists and 
Secessionists belong to the Liberal wing, 
and though differing from each other on 
some minor points, which would be called 
metaphysical in any other political system, 
they are a uuit in opposition to Bismarck and 
bitter foes of protection and the Papacy, and 
have fought Bismarck on every scheme he 
has proposed during the past few years. 
Bismarck once described them as “men 
looking after cherries in winter.” Appar- 
ently they are now in the way to find some of 
the fruit. 

The detailed issues presented in the cam- 
paign, which is represented as having been 
uljusually bitter, it would be difficult to state, 
for they are, as a rule, incomprehensible in 
any German election, but certain general 
issues are clear. One of these is a revulsion 
of popular feeling against Bismarck’s alli- 
ance with the Ultramontanes last year, and 
the insolent demand of the latter for the 
restoration of the old condition of things, or 
the submission of the State to the Church. 
Certain reforms tn taxation are also demand- 
ed, and a large degree of self-government in 
the States isalso contained in the Liberal 
platform. ; 

The Liberal triumph is a menace to Bis- 
marck’s domination, and is a significant 
answer to the imperial reseript which was 
issued some time since with a eonsider- 
able flourish of trumpets, and which notified 
the Ministry and the Diet that they were only 
competent to register and sanction the will 
of the throne. It remains to be seen, how- 
ever, whether even with their majority the 
Liberais will dare to oppose Bismarck, and 
whether in the end he will not overcome the 
majority by new combinations or by the use 
of. other resources in which he always 
abounds, especially in emergencies. 


HERBERT SPENCER ON AMERICA. 

Mr. Herbert Spencer is the latest of our 
distinguished foreign visitors to comply with 
the custom of the country and submit to an 
interview in order to gratify the National 
desire to see ourselves as others see us. 
utterances will be scanned with something 
more than curiosity. The people generally, 
and that ciass especially who will most 
eagerly turn to him for light, are troubled 


great professor of sociology, one of the lead- 
ing expositors of the principles of social evo- 
lutions. For years he has had a large force 
of clerks at work gathering, sorting, and 
labeling all the facts of society he could get 
into his warehouse. Morals, politics, and 
education have been his special themes. Ob- | 
server, philosopher, and reformer in one, he | 
could fairly be expected, when he should 
speak on the problems of American life, to 
give us new light, and at least hlut at some 
way we had not tried of solving them. But 
he disappoints all such expectations. 

The burden of his talk is of bosses, briber- 
ies, wirepulling, and the lobby, all of which 
is an ower true tale that has been poured 
into our ears a thousand and one nights and 
days, He says we are losing our freedom. 
Every California merchant knows that he is 
not a free agent in making contracts with 
the railroads for the transportation of his 
goods. The railroads make the rates, and 
the public may take or leave them. Any- 
thing like a semblance of free coutract be- 
tween the buyers and sellers of kerosene, or 
telegraph service, or matches, or rubber, has 
vanished as completely as in the case of rail- 
road transportation onthe Facile Slope. 
All these things are controlled by in- 
dustrial bosses. Voters know that their 
share in the management of their 
“party; and so in that of the Govern- 
ment, is constantly decreasing. Even 
voluntary contributions are becoming com- 
pulsory. A Republican Inquirer is informed 
by thé New York Evening Post that the fact 
that he is a regularly registered Republican 
voter no more entities him to vote at the pri- 
maries in New Yerk than it would qualify 
him for admission to any of the private clubs 
of the city. The voting at these primaries is 
done by one-tenth of the Republican voters 
who have deprived the rest of their freedom, 
as far as taking part in the nomination of 
party candidates is concerned. We are grow- 
ing less free in the administration of jus- 
tice. Weare not apparently free to punish 
the star-route thieves. 

So much has been said about all these as- 
pects of our loss of freedom in business, and 
in the courts, and in politics by our newspa- 
pers, magazines, and public speakers that, 
paradoxical as it may seem, Me public indig- 
nation has been weakened. Public feeling 
has found a kind of reliet in this vent of ex- 
pression. It has tried the virtue of words in 
every way, conversational, editorial, forensic, 
and political, that words can be used, and 
without effect. The causes that produce 
these evils lie deep, and the men that are rid- 
ing the wave successfully evidently don’t 
care for words. While the pedple are look- 
ing about for some stouter cure than verbi 
age, Mr. Spencer gives his views, and they 
prove to be the old, well-thrashed straw. 

Education, he says, is not the remedy. That 
we know to be true, because education hag 
been spreading all the while these evils have 
been increasing. He believes character is the 
remedy, and more than intimates that he 
does not think we have just yet the fearless, 
tytanny-bating character that is needed to

lacks as yet. 

We can but think his few weeks of obser- 
vation have not revealed to him the real 
depths of the National character. Like Mat- 
thew Arnold, who constructed a theory of 
American society on a description of a 
Western camp and on the New York Na- 
tion’s statement that not one American in 
100,000 put on a clean shirt more than onee a 
week, or ate with his fork, Mr. Spencer 
builds too much on a narrow toundation. 
He observes that we tolerate various small 
interferences, and sees in this habit of 
acquiescence in wrong that leads to the de- 
cay of free institauons. There is here, we 
apprehend, a total misunderstanding of the 
temper of this toleration. It is in small 
things the tolerance of a peopie who are too 
busy to spend a dollar's worth of time on a 
nickel nuisance; and in great things the 
tolerance of & Nation that is walt 
ing to strike until it knows where and how 
to plant the decisive blow. The people who 
have twice withstood the English with suc- 
cess, and have just waged for freedom and 
union the greatest war of modern times, 
ought not to be carelesly accused of a lack of 
the character needed to shake off monopolies 
and purify their politics. A very diffe rent 
view has been expressed by another English 
observer, the Rey. Brooke Herford, who, 
seeing the evils that Mr. Spencer and all of us 
see, saw too the energy in reserve to deal 
with them when the time was ripe. 

Newspaper men will sympathize fully with 
what Mr. Spencer says about interviewing. 
No part of the newspaper business is more 
harassing than that of dealing with the end- 
less procession of people of all kinds who 
rush to the newspaper offices and ask, 
Wherefore doth not the interview begin? 
His point against a paper constitution is not 
new and not good. Eugland has its written 
Billof Rights, and its customs and precedents 
bind more like iron than paper. Our paper 
Constitution is being amended and inter- 
preted to meet the development of our chang- 
ing life. New institutions, like the Cabinet, 
are growing up in its interstices. Some of 
its provisions, like those giving Congress 
power to establish justice, and to regulate 
commerce among the States, have a reach 
that will cover generations of reform yet to 
come, 5

The Thursby Concert at Musie- Han. 
A splendid audience filled Central Music- 
Hall last evening and manifested no little 
enthusiasm over the different numbers of the 
excellent program prepared for its enjoy- 
ment. None of the selections were old or 
hackneyed, and when interpreted py 80 
strong a combination as that of which Miss 
Thursby is the head could not fail to please 
the most fastidious. Every number was en- 
cored, and in the second part our charming 
American soprano was recalled three times 
after singing au encore. Mis Thursby had 
but two solo numbers: the “Jewel Song,” 
from Faust substituted for the an- 
nounced aria from “Ii Barbiere — and 
Elsa’s dream, from Lohengrin.“ The 
change in the finst selection was not an ad- 
vantage 80 far as an opportunity was desired 
of hearing Miss Thursby’s voice under the 
most favorable |circumsiances. In brilliant 
execution she is unexcelled, and the varia- 
tlons to the Una Voce” are a se 
vere test of the singer’s capacity in 
this direction—much more so than the 
pleasing notes of the Jewel Song.” Her 
success of the evening was in the Taubert 
Bird Song,” a bit of difficult vocalization 
given with wonderful delicacy and skill. 
Miss Thursby’s trills are nearer to what 
might be called “ birdlike” than those of 
any singer we now recall, so perfect, clear, 
and rounded are they. In the other pieces, 
although accurately rendered and in an ad- 
mirable manner, there was lacking a certain 
breadth and dramatic power which they 
need for an adequate and thoroughly satis- 
factory rendering. Mme. Carreno played 
the difficult Liszt Polonaise in E major 
with fauitiess technique, and in her 
encore number, Gottschalk’s “ Tremo- 
lo.” displayed marvelous wrist power. 
Miss Winant was of course satisfactory, es- 
pecially in the first piece, “L’Addio,” and 
Miss Morgan, as graceful and picturesque as 
ould be wished, touched the harp strings 
with good effect.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
Mr. CARROLL, III., Oct. 19.—About a week

Proposition to Substitute a “Commer- 
cial Ticket Becord” for the Present 
“Thousand-Mile Ticket.” 

Mr. George H. Daniels, Secretary of the 
Western Association of General Passenger 
and Ticket Agents, has just submitted to the 
various roads in the Western Association a 
sample of a “commercial ticket record” 
for their inspection, and asks their opinion 
as to the feasibility of its adoption in the 
place of the present thousand-mile 
ticket.” The idea of this “record” was 
suggested by Mr. John Dyer, Ticket Anditor 
ofthe Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Rail- 
road. A perusal of the instructions to the 
holder, the agent, and the conductor, and the 
conditions of the contract under which the 
holder agrees to use it, give an idea of the 
practical workings of this simple record, the 
principal features of which may be briefly 
stated as follows: * 


First—It will prevent the abuse by unauthor- 
ized persons of the privilege of reduced rates 
which is extended to traveling men represeat- 
ing important commercial and manufacturing 
interests, from the fact that the legal boider is 
obliged to wake a poruon of the record.“ and 
attach his signature for each ticket be pur- 
chases, An agent and conductor are necessary 
to complete each record, whick they will re- 
fuse to doit if they are not perfectly satistied 
that the party presenting the book is the legal 
boider therecf; and if either the agent or con- 
ductor decline to make their portion of the 
record no rebate Will be paid. Thus it will 
be seen that ticket-brokers and others who deal 
large io * thousand-inile tickets" would not be 
able tu bandle this book, as the rebate can only 
be paid to the original holder, or the house for 
whom be travels, and his own signature must be 
attached to each certiticate. 

Second— The company will have the same vi- 
dence upon which to pay the proposed rebate 
that is required before paying a freight rebate. 
and, haviug in its possession aii the papers upoa 
which the rebate is predicated, iuciuding the 
casb paid for the local tickets—can satisfy itself 
absolutely as to the bistory of each ticket said 
to have been purchased, if it seems necessary 
to de 80, before a voucher is made. 

Toird—The legal bolder of one of these “ rec- 
ords and the house employing bim will be pro- 
tected in case the book is lost or stolen, or in 
any other way gets into the bands of any other 
tban the one who is authorized to use it (as is 
frequently the case with thousand-mile tickets), 
as in each case the full local fare is to be puid. 
and no rebate cau be secured uatil at least 1,000 
mies have been traveled and the book returned 
to the company with the certificates complete, 
in accordance with the instructions and con- 
tract. 

Fourth—It will enable the Auditor to aceu- 
rately locate the earnings from the mileage 
ticket business upon the different divisions of 


bis road, which it is almost impossible to do 


under t resent system. 

Fifth—In case it is desirable to pool the earn-

A Few Speculators at Kansas City 
Jubilant.

Phipps, the Allesed Forger, of Phila- 
deiphia, Sues for a Writ of Habeas 
Corpus—A Budget of News, 

Special Dispateh te The Chicago Tribune. 

ToronrTo, Oct. 20.—It will be remembered 
that Ellis P. Phipps, of Philadelphia, was 
lately remanded into custadye by a warrant 
from the County Judge of Hamilton, Canada, 
to await extradition on a charge of forgery. 
The prisoner was late Supeiintendent of an 
almshouse in Philadelphia, and while in that 
position he committed the offense complained 
of by signing counterfeits for certain war- 
rantsin the name of the parties entitled to 
them, so as to obtain the warrants for him- 
self. B. B. Osler, counsel for the prisoner, 
moved today before Mr. Justice Cameron 
for a habeas corpus to bring up the 
prisoner on an argument for his release on 
several grounds. The prisoner’s conten- 
tions are that the offense was not forgery 
within the meaning of the extradition act; 
that it was merely a signature by procura- 
tion, and not a forgery; also, he complains 
of the rejection of certain, sKilled testimony 
to the effect that, according to Pennsylvania 
law, no forgery was committed and he‘ob- 
jects to the admissibility of depositions taken 
against him in the United States. A habeas 
corpus was granted, returnable next week 
before a single Judge, on the understanding 
thatan enlargement will then be asked for to 
the full court, so that the argument may be 
there made co enable an appeal to be taken 
straight to the Court of Appeal in January.

A Chicago Woman with a Reptile in 
Her Stomach—An Operation to Be Per- 
formed on Her Sunday Morning. 

If a man were to assert in all seriousness 
that he had a real, live, hungry snake crawl- 
ing about and permanently domiciled in his 
stomach he would be set down at once as 
having nota snake in his stomach but sev- 
eral in his boots; Nevertheless there isa 
woman at No. 610 South Canal street, Mrs. 
Caroline Seber, who is 80 firmly convinced 
that she is harboring a large reptile within her 
anatomy that any one hearing her remark- 
able story is almost forced to accept it as 
true. A TRIBUNE revorter called on Mrs. 
Seber last evening and was entertained for 
an hour or more by her recital of the expe- 
riences to whieh/that snake had subjected 
her. Mrs. Seber proved to be a woman 
about 42 years old, very neatly attired, 
with a smiling face and pleasant voice. 
The story was a very long one, and was told 
so fast as to be absolutely astounding. But 
then, as it afterward appeared, she has been 
rehearsing it for a dozen years. She was 
born in Prussia) When about 14 years 
old she began to experience peculiar 
sensations in her stomach but reached no 
conclusion as to the cause. Two years later 
she distinguished herself by displaying a 
ponderous appetite which has never left her 
but has continued) to increase. Still she was 
at a loss to ünd a cause for it all. She came 
to American when 21 years old, and direct 
to Chicago, where she married Mr. 
Seber. She thinks he would not have 
married her had he known her wonderful 
capacity for consuming victuals. About a 
year after the marriage she was lying on the 
lounge one day, When she distietly felt some- 
thing craw! from one side of ber stomach to 
the other. This convinced her that what 
she had long suspected was true—she 
had a snake in her stomach.

LASCIVIOUS PICTURES. 


* 
Arrest of Several Dealers in the Filthy 
Things. 

The Northwest and Southwest has been 
flooded for months past with obscene photo- 
graphs, and efforts have been made from 
time to time to ferret out who 
were the dealers im. and printers of 
this fillhy work by both the city 
and the National Government detectives. 
The business done in this class of goods is 
something enormous, and the injury done to 
youth by the sale of these horribly nasty 
pictures is something fearful to con- 
template. The Chicago branch of the 
Western Society for the Suppres- 
sion of Vice has made the crushing 
out of this nefarious traflic its object, and the 
good which it has accomplished in this in- 
stance will be very great. Yesterday four 
important arrests were made, and, from all 
the facts that have been gleaned, some more 
are likely to tollow, though not in this city. 

Some time last June, while Dr. Whittier 
was being tried, R. W. McAfee, the agent of 
the Western Society for the Suppression of 
Vice, came on to this eit to gather up evi- 
dence aguinst him. While engaged in 
this work a newsdealer came to him 
and stated that a young man had come to 
him and offered to sell him a bundle of lewd 
photugraphs, saying that he was afraid to 
keep them est they be pounced 
upon by the officials, and he (the 
young man) arrested and jailed. The 
newsdealer declined to negotiate, and later 
wn the same bundle was left lying in the 
Post-Office, and subsequently fell into the 
hands of Mr. McAfee, Later on these pict- 
ures were traced and found to have been 
printed and sent from Boston to a 
young man named II. Fash, who keeps 
a news-stand in he Sherman House. When 
Mr. McAfee called upon Mr. Fash to pur- 
chase some pictures he found that the young 
man was not engagedin the business of sell- 
ing obscene goods, but he kindly gave the 
address where such things could be pro- 
cured, and very kindly * O K’d ” his ecard. 

Mr. McAfee had the full codperation and 
assistance of the United States Post-Oflice 
Inspectors of this department, but, unfortu- 
nately, the dealers in the goods were too 
sharp to endanger themselves by having any- 
thing to do with the United States. 
mails. If they were caught sending 
their pictures through the mails, they knew 
that the penitentiary was ready and open to 
receive them. . the State law was 
less hazardous, as Criminal Court juries are 
looked upon as ugeertain, and the punish- 
ment under the State law is fixed asa limit 
at six months n jail and a 
fine of from $100 to $1,000, giving discre- 
tion to the court to inflict both penalties 
if it sees fit, or so much of either as it may 
deem necessary. Dealing in lascivious pict- 
ures therefore, in violation of the State law, 
did not have many terrors, as Whe culprits 
generally escaped with a tine ora brief term 
in jail, and the profits of the business were 
large enough 

RISK THE DANGER OF ARREST. 
While the postal authorities saw that no 
United States laws were being violated they 
nevertheless gave Mr. McAfee every aid as 
far as they could outside, and allowed him 
to use their otfice and entrap the scoundrels if 
he could, Lieut. Currier and Detectives Haas 
and Amstein also took hold of the matter 
and promised Mr. MeAfee every aid, and 
they took great pains in making their word 
good. ‘To get evidence for conviction against 
the scoundrels was no light work. The 
wholesate dealers would only deal 
with certain people, and the retailers would 
never sell any pictures in the ‘presence of a 
witness, and they never claiined to have any 
on hand wheu a stranger came in, but always 
knew where to get them, though, as a rule, 
always refusing to tell where that place was. 

One day it was discovered that Ransom 
d’Areambal, the news-agent and cigar-dealer 
in the Briews House, was largely engaged 
in the business. He was corresponded with, 
and he readily farnished the evidence for 
his own conviction by shipping a lot of 
the pictures to a fictitious address in 
the southern part of the State, through the 
American Express Company. in a cigar-box, 
and marking them as cigars. These, of 
course, fell into MeAfee’s hands. 

Further on, through Lieut. Tom Currier, 
the chief of the detectives, it was discovered 
that one J. M. House was largely engaged in 
the business. House had a stall for carrying 
on his trade in a little shanty, corner of 
Michigan and North State streets. Here he 
ostensibly kept a little cigar store, 
news stand, and jewelry fake. His 
windows are lined with photographs 
of females in dress and attitude approaching 
lasciviousness, He, it was learned, traveled 
ina horse and bugey among the houses of 
prostitution, where he searched for the fallen 
women who sat for the pictures, He made 
his rounds daily, and wheuever he found a 
female who would consent to be taken he 
drove to the gallery, where she was photo- 
graphed, 

TO GET AT THE PHOTOGRAPHER 
was the next question. It was discovered 
who he was, but he a few days a became 
trighitened and left for parts unknown, 80 
that he has succeeded in eluding the officers. 
A young man named F N. Thompson, 
who worked in a*news depot on Adams 
streets, opposit the P was also dis- 
covered to be dealing in these goods, When 
Mr. Sutherland, his employer, caught him 
he at once apprised thé proper authorities.

statement Mr. McAfee allowed’ him to 
depart, as he sacredly agreed to furnish evi- 
dence to convict several parties.

Thompson proved unreliable, and he gave 
the tip to several dealers, who, of course, 
did away with their stock. However 
Thompson swore o the fact t 
he purchased twenty smutty photo- 
graphs from J. 8. Stott, a fashionable 
Stationer and dealer in = fane goods. 
doing business at the corner of State and 
Nr streets, D’Arcamba!, Stott, House, 
and Thompson were all arrested esterday 
by Lieut, Currier and Detectives hues and 
Amstein. Stott surrendered a lot of sug- 
gestive pictures, but none of them are of 
such ae laracter as to come under the ban of 
the law. Stott and d’Arcambal came up be- 
fore Justice Wallace at2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon fora hearing, and they at once 
took a change of venue to Justice Prindi- 
ville. Justice Prindiville was cognizant of 
the business which d’Arcambal was carr ing 
on, and only @ short time ago warned 1 
ot the danger he placed himself in in deal- 
ing such things, nevertheless, he held him in 
only $3800 pail, and Stott in $500 for a hear- 
ing on the 30th inst. Both men furnished 
the surety and were released. Stott, it is al- 
lezed, has done considerable business in these 
pictures, and House says that he thas sold 
them fora long while. The latter occupied 
an armory cell last night, and he tolda 
[ripuNe reporter that the officers had 
not got on the track of the 
largest of these dealers, He claims 
to sell diamonds and jewelry to 
prostitutes on the installment pian.

BUILDING NOTES. 


Gossip from the Architects’ Offices. 

New business in tne architects’ offices has been 
rather quſet for the past week. As the season 
advances the owners and builders are rushing to 
get the work in actual course of construction 
under roof, rather than begin new work. In 
some instances foundations are being laid for 
spring building, but in most cases the object 


fore begianing new buildings... Messrs. Cobb & 
Frost have completed plans for the new Lake 
Biuff Hotel, whieh is to be built during the win- 
terand spring. It is to be situated in the centre 
of the grounds, quite a distance from the lake. 
and will occupy an oblong square of 27,000 
square feet. lt is something in the shape of 
three large buildings connected by two small- 
er ones. The large one in the centre will 
be surmounted by a lookout platform 25x50, 
from whieh a good view of the surrounding 
country can be obtained at a hight of neariy 
A feet above the lake. The east and the west 
wing buildings will be surmounted by towers, 
and the west one is to be connected in a pictur- 
esque and peculiar manner with the smoke-stack, 
which is entirely separate and apart from the 
building itself. The basement is to be entirely 
above ground and will be used for barber-shops, 
frocery-stores, news-stands, and the hundred 
and one other places of that kind seen in au eu- 
cCampment like Lake Biuff, rst story 
or main fHoor. which will be about 
twelve feet above the ground, 
willbe o¢cupted by the pariors, dining-room, 
restuurart, and reception rooms, mutn hail and 
otlices of the hotel. Nearly all the rooms will 
open onto a wide veranda or tweaty-flive-foot 
Dbaicony, (which will run around the entire 
structure, and upou the roof of which small 
balconies will be connected with the suites of 
chambers above. The whole structure will be 
shingled over outside, and the roof, which 
necessurily ranges at differeut places from tbree 
to four stories in bight, will be artistically re- 
lieved with dormer windows, Gabriel gables, 
etc. Theeffeet, as represented on paper. is a 
pleasing one, and the building though inex- 
pensive, will be a credit to the association and 
the architect, and will doubtiess be thoroughly 
uporeciated by the 500 odd guests it is bullt to 
accom madate, 

The sahe architects are letting contracts for 
a wholesale store building fos J. B. Hobbs, to 
run from) Adams to Quincy street, near Frank- 
Un. It ig to be after the style and pattern of 
Aimtlat six-story buildings in New York and 
Boston, which is to a great extent being adopted 
in Chicago. The party walis only are to be of 
mason work, the two fronts on each street 
(Adams and Quincy) are to be ot iron and 
giass. The building is to be strengthened 
turoughout by rows of iron pillars or supports, 
and although there is little ornamenta- 
tion to be found in the planus, 
the building’ will compare favorably 
with the many expensive and handsome struct- 
ures whieh surroundit. The contracts are not 
ail let yet, and the cost can only be estimated, 
but it will not be far from 000. The same 
architects are also beginning work on a band- 
some residence on the corner of Calumet avenue 
and Twehty-third street for Mr. E. F. Lawrence. 
It is co be three stories, basement, and attic, of 
brown-stone asblar, finished throughout in bard 
wood. A peculiar and handsome arrangement 
is adoptell on the maia floor of this house. The 
entrance! ball’ is to tifteen feet wide, 
with a grand staircase and baicony. 
Underneath the balcony is a picturesque 
fireplace and chimney-corner bandsomely dec- 
orated with tile, ete. This is the second instance 
in this city of converting the haliinto a recep- 
tion-room, the other one being on a smaller 
scale, but the addition of introducing a balcony 
into a re¢eption-room and the Parisian idea of 
a grand staircase gives this one an appearance 
of elegauce which is not generally found, even 
in our handsomest residehces. No estimate bas 
been made on the cost of this bouse, and the 
architects have used the privilege of exercising 
their taste regardiess of expenge. 

W. A. Furber is building four bouses for H. 
McCauley at the corner of Thirty-third street 
and Calumet avenue to cost $25,000. He is also 
building eight houses for J. F. Gillette on Vor- 
non avenue, near Thirty-fourth street, to cost 
$45,000. 

William Spee is building two three- 
story tiats on Wood street, between Monroe and 
Adama, for E. J. Pinekuey, to cost $15,000. Also 
a double store and dwelling on Wentworth av- 
enue, near Twenty-third street, for John Snider, 
to cost $$,000. Also a store and dwelling on Ogden 
avenue.south of Jackson street, for R. W. Hill, to 
cost $8,000. Also three two-story and attic dwell- 
ings on Ashland avenue, south of Congress 
street, for E. H. Valentine to cost $6,000 each.

INSPECTION, 


Dr. Rauch’s Views on the Subject. 
Dr. John H. Rauch, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, reached the city last night, and 
a TRIBUNE reporter asked bim what be thought 


Stock- Yards. 

I have considered the matter carefully.” 
said he, and believe & to be entirely prac- 
ticable. A year ago last winter I prepared a 
bill providing for the inspection of all animals, 
but it went to the Judiciary Committee of the 
House, and no action was taken, as the agricult- 
ural people seemed to have no interest io it. 
Under that bill all suspicious cattle would 
have bauen quarantined, and those not fit 
for food would have been thrown into the ren- 
dering tank. Provision was made for a cbief in- 
spector and five subordinates, and they would 
have examined every car-load of cattle or hogs 
or sheep that came in. The estimated expense 
was $15,000 or $20,000 a vear. In 1568, when the 
Texas disease prevuiled, I inspected every car- 
cass that came into Chicago for six weeks, and 
condemned about $10,000 worth of beef. had 
a sanitary policeman at every siaugbter-bouse, 
and regular policemen in citizens’ clothes at the 
Wholesale markets. The inspection ought to be 
done under the direction of the State Board asa 
sanitary|' measure. If the oatulle at the 
yards were inspected it wouldn't be nec- 
essary to have men at tbe silanahter- 
houses. As soon as a disease breaks out among 
cattle in any locality the owners ship them here 
to get rid of them. An inspection which involved 
condemnation would stopit. That was the ef- 
fect in 19. I don’t think very much unbeaithy 
meat is consumedin Chicago. There is a cluss 
of butehérs who buy cattle at the Stock- Yards 
that cannot be shipped, but very little of the 
meat, comparatively, fs unfit for food. In 1869 
I knew that 300 or 400 carcasses of diseased Texas 
cattie were eaten, but | was unable to discover 
any bad @effeets. The butchers were reaily ben- 
efited then, as the inspection restored conlidence. 
It would put an end t the shipping 
here of diseased cattle, and thus prevent the 
contamination of beevea, or hogs, or sheep com- 
ing from unaffected localities. The old ili may 
be reintroduced this year if an interest is 
awakenen ia the subject, and I iotend to con- 
suit the State Veterinary Surgeon about it as 
soon as I see him.“

COUNTY FINANCES. 
PROPOSED APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE NEXT 
YEAR. 

The Finance Committee met yesterday to con- 
sider the appropriations for the year for county 
purposes, and about compiejed their work. The 
assessed valuation of the uty is $161,577,916, 
and the most they can raise is $1,374,776, 
while the néeds, as they bave figured so 
far, will be $1,544,000, There is to be 
added to this, however, about §100,000— 
the estimated earnings of the county 
offices—which makes the possible assets $1,474,- 
776, leaving a deticiency for county expenses for 
the year—on the basis of their caiculations—of 
about $70,000. Pney bave taken, in making 


their estimates, the expenditures of last year, 


which in most cases were in, excess of the ap- 
— — and the probabilities are that the 

gures Made will have to be revised materially 
—increasing here deducting there—certain- 
ly to such an extent as to bring the appropria- 
tion down to the legal limit.

THE BILL AS PREPARED 
includes, it will be seen, an item for $200,000 for 
the additions to the County Hospital, aad also

been sullicient money to meet this as well as ail 
other expenditures—the deficiency being, as it 
is, only about $70,000. The committee will meet 
again today and endeavor to so revise the 
figures as to come within the limit, but they 
think they have aiready done their best under 
the circumstances, and wherever they‘reduce an 
item agreed upon thev are confident that at the 
end of the year there will be a Cceficiency in the 
appropriation—that is, the expenditures will 
ve been in excess of the appropriation for 
t particular purpose. 


ASPHALT BLOCK. 


How That Laid on Michigan Avenue 
Mas Stood Three Years’ Wear—The 
Work Doing on Wabash Aveunuc— 
Cost of the Pavement. 

About three years ago the Asphalt-Block 
Manufacturing Company paved Michigan av- 
enue, between Twentieth and Twenty-sec- 
ond streets, with asphalt blocks at its own 
expense, having obtained the reluctant con- 
sent of the South Park Commissioners, who 
had advertised for specimens of pavement. 
This is now being taken up. Yesterday the 
reporter drove down Michigan avenue to 
examine the blocks to find out how they had 
stood the wear and tear of three years’ con- 
stant use. The pavement itself was found to 
be lu excellent condition. The property-own- 
ers in the vicinity regret its remov- 
al, which is necessary in order to 
comply with the ordinance giving control of 
the thoroughfare to the South Park Commis- 
sioners, orkinen were engaged yesterday 
in taking up the blocks. which appeared to 
be in about as good. order as when laid. 
None to speak of were broken, and they were 
in such good condition that they are fit to lay 
axain, and offers have been made for them 
by parties living in the neighborhood. 

The original size of these blocks was 
twelve inches long, four inches wide, and 
five inches deep. By actual measurement, 
blocks freshly taken from the centre of the 
street measured four and one-half inches in 
thickness, showing 
A WEARING AWAY OF ONLY HALF AN INCH. 
Ten feet from the curbstene the loss was 
one-quarter of an inch, and at the curb there 
had been no appreciable wear. The inves- 
tigation showed that the average wearing 
away of the biocks in the three years of con- 
tinuous use was about one-quarter of an 
inch. At this rate the pavement would lose 
about an inch in thickness in about tweive 
years, equal to thirty-six years of wear, allow- 
ing the blocks to wear to two inches, It 
is believed that it would last thirty to thirty- 
five years, and even longer, on streets where 
the travel is light. The blocks have worn 
evenly, and the pavement is as 
free from depressions as when first 
laid, notwithstandu the fact that 
the curbstones were taken uptwo years ago, 
leaving the pavement without side bracings 
for a considerable time. These blocks were 
laid on a firm foundation of gravel and coul- 
tar four inches deep, rolled soli. The pave- 
ment does not appear to have been affected 
by frost. 

It is not claimed that this asphalt-block 
pavement is as durable as stone, but that itis 

CHEAPER, SMOOTHER, AND LESS NOISY. 


Although more costly than wood, it is free 
from rot and malarious vapors arising from 


| wooden-block pavements, and it can be kept 
four months anda balf abroad, during which | 


almost as clean as a tile floor. 

It is believed that on a light-traflie street 
this asphalt-block pavement will outlast 
wood four or five to one. Laid on a stone 
foundation the cost is about 90 per cent more 
than that of wood laid on boards, and will 
probably be about 75 to 80 per cent more next 
year, When asphaltum is expected to cost 
less and cedar blocks more than now. The 
company does not claim that this pavement 
is suited for heavy-traffic streets, but only 
tur residence thoroughfares and side-streets, 
where the travel is comparatively light. In 
Philadelphia, where this asphalt-block pave- 
ment is Common, a business street has been 
paved with it for nine tet 2 and is still in 
good condition. The blocks are easily re- 
moved to repair and lay water and gas pipes, 
etc., and may be relaid without leaving 
searcely a trace, 

THE COST OF THIS PAVEMENT 
will probably prevent its ug except in the 
more wealthy residence quafters of the city, 
at least for some time to come. The expense 
is largely in the foundation, which can be 
made cheaper by laying the blocks on boards, 

The asphalt-block pavement is now bein 
laid on Wabash avenue from Twenty-thir 
to -Thirty-fifth streets. It is completed to 
I'wenty-eighth street, and the property-own- 
ers seem greatly pleased with it. On Wa- 
bash avenue the blocks are laid on a founda- 
tion of six inches of crushed stone, with 
four inches of sand washed into it by water 
and rolled by a seventeen-ton roller. On this 
bed the blocks are placed in rows across the 
Street, forming an arch which is tightly 
fitted between the curbstones. The crevices 
are filled with hot sand, and the whole 
surface is then rammed and rolled. This 
Wabash avenue pavement costs $3.03 per 
square yard, $6.39 per running foot, or about 
8160 per lot of twenty-five feet frontage. . 
The cost of cedar-biock pavement is $1.55 to 
$1.60 per square yard, and of stone about 
$4.50, ludiana avenue, between Twenty- 
ninth and Thirty-tirst streets. is also being 
paved with this material, and it has been 
used with success on alleys between Michi- 
gan and Indiana avenues laid on a four-inch 
gravel bed. It also makes excellent gutters, 
being water-proof. 

The factory where these asphaltum blocks 
are made is at the corner of Lincoln and 
Nineteenth streets. The process of manu- 
facture is simple. The limestone crushed to 
about the size of a _ hickory-nut is 
obtained from the adjoining quarry. 
lt is run through a mill and 
crushed still finer. The asphaltum 
is put in big tanks and cooked thirty-six 
4 then drawn off in liquid form, run- 
ning into a trough, where it is thoroughiy 
mixed with the stone. The mixture is 
pushed into a mold and submitted to a press- 
ure of fifty-five tons. It comes out a com- 
plete block of the required size, which is re- 
moved to the yard, where it dries and hard- 
ens, being : eady for use in three or four days. 
The works are running day and night, turn- 
eer about 15,000 blocks in twenty-four 

The company has had a large demand for 
the blocks for private use, which they have 
been unable to fill. So many city contracts 
have accumulated where the use of these 
blocks is stipulated that the company has de- 
voted its whele energy to supplying these 
contracts, allowing private consumers to 
wait. The property-owners on several 
Streets are already taking steps to secure

The Life of John Bandolph. 

Another volume has been added to the se- 
ries of lives of American statesmen, and this 
time the biographer finds hissubjectin the 
brilliant but eccentric Virginian, John 
Randolph. Reading of this man’s career 
his “eccentricities”? in statecraft appear 
rather as the promptings of a disordered 
mind than as mere peculiarities of temper or 
disposition. In fact, this new volume eon- 
firms the bellef held by other writers, that on 
several occasions Randolph was distinctly ir- 
responsible for his actions, and that “age, 
excesses, and disease wade him practically 
an insane man during the latter part of his 
life. Mr. Adams says: “Lis best friends 
excused him on the ground that he was par- 
tially insane; his enemies declared that this 
insanity was due only to drink; and perhaps 
a charitable explanation will agree with his 
on belief that all his peculiarities 
had their source in an | ungovernable ten per, 


which he had indulged in until it led him to | 


the verge of macdnpess.”’ Certain it is mat 
there is little to admire in the career of John 
Randolph. In this remark no reference is 


intended to the tenets of his political creed. 


Hie was a bigoted State-rights Democrat 
from his birth to the day of his death, and all 
his swervings from what appeared to be the 
path of political consistency were only taken 
because he considered them as iu reality 
steps on the road he had marked out for his 
life’s journey. Of many men who thought 
as he did and acted for the same end our 
countrymen will always feel respect for their 
ability and full faith in their honesty of 
purpose and of conviction. But Randolph’s 
whole life, desvite many brilliant features, 
was filled with contradictions, and while we 
marvel at the facility with which the young 


Virginian aristocrat became the leader of | 


the National House of Representatives, and 


with disgust from the picture of the half-in- 
sane, half-intoxicated politiclan talking 
maudlin nonsense by the hour in 
the Senate Chamber, with a gallery 
in titters at the shameful spectacle. 
Or, again, the pride in his noble senti- 
wents of honesty and patriotism as expound- 
ed in a speech made iu 1828 is rudely shat- 
tered when, in 1830, we tind the same hero 
guilty of the most flagrant bit of 
diplomatic jobbery in the annals 
of the United States Government. 
“He did things,” says Mr. Henry Carring- 
ton, “ which nobody else could do, and made 
others do things they never did before, and 
of which they repented all the days of their 
lives; and ou some oc¢asions he was totally 
regardless of private rights, and not held 
amenable to the laws of the land.” His 
methods of winning political success were 
effective early in the century and in the 
Southern States; today they would seem 
ridiculous anywhere.| The mode of polit- 
ical warfare, at first adopted by instinct, he 
bad now by long expérience developed into 
a science. Terror was the favorit resource of 
his art, and he had so practiced as to have 
reached a high degree of success in using it. 
N is coarseness would have sickened a 
Connecticut peddler.”’ 

John Randolph held many positions of 
trust and of importance. Ile was Congress- 
man, Senator, and Minister. Hildretn calls 
him *‘a singular mixture of the aristocrat 
and the Jacobin.” His power was due to his 
gifts as an orator, and to a style of oratory 
which was admired in his own State and sec- 
tion. His invective, sarcasm, and sharp and 
reckless wit made him a terror to his oppo- 
nents in the House. His voice was shrill 
and piping. but under perfect command. Mr. 
Adams’ memoir tells no more than the truth, 
and does not attempt to apologize for the de- 
fects of its subject. But it may reasonably 
be doubted whether any act of Randolph's 
life entitled him to rank with the statesmen 
whose lives furnisn the material for the pre- 
ceding volumes of this series; whether it 
would not have been more profitable to let 
rest in peace a reputation concerning which 
the least said the better, and to have left in 
the grave a political: record with so few 
points worthy of illumination.

The Coming Domocracy. 

In a volume entitled The Coming Democ- 
racy” Mr. G. Harwood premises the advent 
of democratic government in England, and 
then theorizes as to what this democracy will 
do and what changes it will make in existing 
things when it attains power. As aspecula- 
tive work the book is not without some in- 
terest, but its conclusions would not indi- 
cate that England would be in any manner 
improved by a change from limited mon- 
archical to democratic government. in fact, 
all the writer’s reasoning tends to show that 
the present forms would remain substantial- 
ly as they are today. The lessons from the 
experience both of France and of this coun- 
try do not warrant Mr. Harwood’s deduc- 
tions. King, Lords, and Commons are to re- 
main as they now are! In fact, it is 
dificult to understand in what way 
the coming democracy will be superior to the 
present form of goverhment, which is very 
nearly, except in name, a democratic sys- 
tem. Royalty is the chief inharmonious 
factor, yet this is to remain. “* Democracy,“ 
says Mr. Harwood, “has not, necessarily, 
anything to do either with the presence or 
absence of royalty; for it means only a Gov- 
ernment administered for the benefit of the 
ruled, as compared with a Government ad- 
ministered for the benefit of the ruler. De 
wocracy, therefore, is not opposed to roy- 
alty, but to tyranny.” We doubt whether 
any one could claim that the rule of Vic- 
toria is in any manner a tyranny,” and yet 
it is royalty per se that Sir Charies Dilke and 
all the English Republicans attack and the 
abolition ot Which they demand. If Mr. 
Harwoodl’s definition of democracy“ is 
correct—" Democracy means a Govern- 
ment whose machinery is moved by 
the will of the people’’—it is difficult 
to see wherein England is not today demo- 
cratic, except for its royal“ family and 
forms and its Hot of Lords—both of 
which, Mr. Harwood says, would be retained 
under the “coming democracy.” Again, 
such a sentence ag this is to be accepted 
only with caution: “ Beliefs are likely to 
be true, and practicés are 1 to be good, 
in proportion as they are old and have, 
therefore, so far stood the experimental 
test.“ That may warrant the maintenance 
of royalty, but it is anything but a crucial 
test or entitled to credence as a general 
statewent. The limit should be placed as to 
the age, and the —— my pon surrounding the 
Origin of the beliefs“ and practices be 
investigated and understood. Tempora mu- 
tant! The impostures, humbugs, and delu- 
Slons which may have prevailed for centuries 
are easily sweps away, despite their 
age, by greater wisdom. Via antiqua 
may be tutissima ' to those who dread any 
or all innovations, who live among the cob- 
webs and dust of past, but to the pro- 
gressive spirit of this century age is not by 

y means a lass recommendation.

tain royalty, the House of Lords, the Com- 


inons, and an aristocracy. relations be- 
tween capital and labor will be better defined 
and there will be a sort of national religion. 
We doubt much whether We general con- 
clusion reached will not be in favor of let 
ting well enough alone” rather than of go- 
ing through the throes of national parturi- 
tion only to be delivered of such a “ ridicu- 
lus mus.” Mr. Harwood’s book is well writ- 
ten and not unprofitable reading, however.

The Author of Tristram Shandy. 

Mr. H. D. Traill bas added a life of 
Sterne to the Euglish Men of Letters series. 
Although less pretentious in composition 
than the two-volume memoir by Fitzgerald, 
it is far more reliable, and we see no good 
reason why it should not be secepted as the 
standard. Tne materials available in the 
preparation of such a work were of a some- 
whatpromiscuous nature, yet the author 
has constructed therefrom a biography 
which conveys a distinct and trustworthy 
impression of the career and character of his 
brilliant and witty subject, of the quality of 
his writings, and the purposes by which he 
was animated in the prosecution of his liter- 
ary labors. Sterne fs still ranked among the 
Englism “classics”’—with Fielding, Swift, 
and Goldsmith. Mr. Traill reasons that 
Sterne is not likely to hold that place, 
but will in time fall back to third 
place and be classed with Richardson, 
since at least three-fourths of the attractions 
which won Sterne his contemporary popular- 
Uy are now so much dead weight of dead 
matter. His sentiment has ceased to stir any 
emotion in these days, but his humor remains 
imperishable. In this, or on this, rests 
Sterne’s hope for an enduring remembrance. 
Though the circle of his readers may have 
no tendency to increase, one can hardly sup- 
pose that a charm, which those who still feel 
it feel so keenly, will ever entirely cease 
to captivate. Mr. Traill gives in outline the 
main portion of Sterne’s life—his wanderings 
with the regiment to which his father was 
attached; his education as a boy; his unre- 
strained course at Oxford; his settie- 
ment as priest in Sutton, a Yorkshire 
parish; his occupation there as an obscure 
country clergyman: his first impulses to lit- 
erary production; his gradual realization of 
the great powers he possessed; and finally the 
publieation of the first volumes of“ Tristram 
Shandy” in the 47th year of his age. The 
subsequent period, after he had suddenly be- 
come famous as the creator of Uncle Toby 
and Corporal Trim, is detailed with consid- 
erable minuteness until the time when his 
Sentimental Journey ” gained for him a 
European reputation, immediately after 
which the tale closes, sadly enough, with 
Lhe narrative of the circumstances aitending 
his solitary death, the alleged desecration of 
his tomb, and the sale of his body to the dis- 
secting-room of a medical college. Mr. Traiil 
also discusses the question as to Stern’s pla- 
giarisms from other authors and considers 
that it is abundantly preven by what 
must be regarded as conclusive evidence. He 
borrowed og 4 froin Rabeiai’s, Bouchet, 
Searron, Switt, Burton, Bacon, Montaigne, 
Bishop Hall, and others. The volume is en- 
tertaining reading, and the importance and 
value of the series to which it belongs can 
hardly be overestimated. Published in New 
York by Harper & Brothers. 


Another Arherican Novel. 

“Doctor Zay,” Miss Phelps’ latest work, is 
perhaps the best of many recent stories about 
professional women. It is one which will 
certainly be considered the most satisfactory 
by her own sex. Miss Phelps has made her 
heroine, not coarse or masculine as man 
women become on adopting a professional 
career in fiction, but has given her a true 
woman's delicacy and gentleness together 
with a fine mind and a firm hand. She has 
been well educated, this lady doctor, at home 
and abroad; she comes honestly by her taste 
for the medical profession, for her 
father was a distinguished physcian, and she 
had since childhood been wont to spend 
most of her leisure hours ia his study. The 
plot of this story, which bas been running 
through the pages of the Atlantic, is a very 
simple one. The hero, Waldo Yorke, is a 
manly young fellow whose wealth and social 
position in Boston have taken away the spur 
to vrofessional exertion. He goes to an out- 
of-the-way place in the country to look after 
some property left him dy au uncle, and 
more to amuse himself than to profit by the 
undertaking. He meets with a bad accident, 
and is attended by Doctor Zay. His is a dif- 
ficult case, and the Doctor is very much in- 
terested in it, while the patient becomes in- 
terested in the Doctor, and maxes fruitless 
attempts to detain her beyond the mere busi- 
ness call. When he is sufficiently recovered 
she orders him to drive out. But 
there is no one to take him, and 30 
it ends in his going the rounds with her, 
The story continues to deal with the progress 
of his suit and the struggle of her love with 
her devotion to business. She dismisses 
Waldo in the summer and he comes back in 
the winter ,gets a confession of love from her, 
but that is all—she sends him adrift again 
without much hope. In April he gets a busi- 
ness letter frou a Mr. Butterwell, and Mrs, 
Butterwell adds a postscript in which she 
says the Doctor is “very peaked,” she has 
had such a terrible winter’s work, and adds 
that she hoped the Lord knew how the 
small-pox got to Sherman, for she was sure 
she did’nt.”” Mr. Butterwell writes again 
that the lawyer in charge of Waldw’s 
atfairs is drunk, “and if Mr. Yorke 
felt any uneasiness about his uncle's 
estate,” ete. Mr. Yorke does feel so much 
uneasiness about the estate that he takes the 
next boat for Sherman. On his wav there 
he sees Dr. Zay’s buggy standing before one 
of the lumbermen’s cottages. He gets in and 
waits for the pliysletan to come out. It is 
almost dark when she does come. She has 
been through a terrible scene with a man in 
delirium tremens, and is completely worn 
out. She does not recognize Yorke in the 
buggy until he speaks, and then, of course, 
he has her ata great advantage, which he 
does not neglect, and all ends well. The story 
is well told, and of course cleverly written.

Mr. Ropp, of Bloomington, Lil., has just 
issued a new edition of his tables for the use 
of farmers and others, with rules for calcu- 
lating by the shortest methods about all the 
problems that are likely to be met with in 
the business of the farm, the country store, 
etc. It is a valuable compendium in small 


pocket form, which may be depended upon 
as covering a great deal of ground accur- 
ately.

Brief Mention. 

The “American Boys’ Handy Book” is 
one of the class of works always brought for- 
ward about this season of the year. li professes 
to teach boys bow to do everything in which 
they can find any pleasure, and to convert them 
into carpenters, painters, sailors, lumbermen, 
poveicists, iehermen, and sportsmen by means 
of detinit rules and regulations. Such books 
have a certain Value and practical utility, and 
in any case boys are fond of reading on these 
subjects. 

The three volumes of “Poems of Amer- 
jeu prepared by Mr. Longfellow consist of se- 
lections originally made for the Poems of 
Places Series. The six volumes have been 
compressed into three, and are neat in outward 
appearance as well as meritorious within. The 
art standard adopted by their illustrator was, 
however, a low ove. The volumes come in a 
veat box and are issued by Houghton, Mifflin & 
Co., of Boston. 

Mr. West’s volume of poetry with the title 
** Holiday Idiesse "’"—the latter, by the way, an 
old English word used by Spenser—was first 
published in 188), and, having been revised and 
enlarged, a new edition is now issued by A. WIII- 
iams & Co., of Boston. The verses are of un- 
equal merit, some of them pleasing and musical 
aud others “the reverse.“ The poems have un- 
doubtedly found favor, or they would not be 
brought forward again.

The “Jean Ingelow Birthday Book” con- 


tains selections from the prose and poetry writ- 
ten by this author, with blank Spaces on the op- 
posit page corresponding to each day of the 
year.

Cervantes had the rare giftof uttering 
pregnant thoughts in very few words. His 
works abound in pithy sayings, and it is rather 
curious that no anthology bas been prepared of 
them before. Under the tile,“ Wit and wis- 
dom of Don Quixote,” Roberts Brothers have is- 
sued a little volume of extracts from the say- 
l of the eccentric knight and bis trusty 
Squire, and prepared a book as attractive in 
matter as it is in appearance. 

“ Diddie, Dumpy, and Pot” is the title 
of a book furnishing a picture of slave life in 
the South as it appeared to the children of a 
slave-owner who was at once a cultivated ten- 
tleman and a humane man. Three little girls 
toll their experiences with the negroes on their 
father’s plantation on the Mississippi. The work 
is filled with episodes and incidents which vive 
it variety and charm, and there is no little bu- 
mor iu some of the samples of negro oratory. 

Townsend MacCoun, of this city, is pub- 
lishing a good library edition of the standard 
Latin and Greek authors, and has already issued 
tho volumes: Homer and “Horace.” The 
text adopted is that now in use in the European 
universities, and is printed on the Teubner 
process of Leipzig. and imported in sheets. The 
tpye is clear, and good, and the text is unincuw- 
bered with notes. The bouks present a Very neat 
appearance, and will be welcomed by instructors 
generally. 

“A Transplanted Rose” is a story which 
bas been published in Harper's Bazar, and pur- 
porting to deal with New York society, and tne 
imcerest In which centres in Rose Chadwick, a 
Western beiress, true-bearted, but ignorant of 
the worid, who js sent by her father, at the age 
of 18, to be introduced into society in New York. 
An untutored child of pature, the heroine is 
used by the author with admirable etfect as a 
foil to set Off the biguly artificial character of 
the social arrangements of life among the 
wealthy classes. 

Mr. Morris’ excellent series of Epochs of 
Modern History receives an addition this week 
in the shape of a sketch of the reigo of Edward 
III., by the Rev. W. Warburton. Edward's 
reign was a long one, and crowded with events, 
80 that only a sketch of it is to be expeoted in a 
volume like this. But the picture affordea of 
manners, customs, and events in Engiand during 
the tourteenth century is graphic and instruct- 
ive. The work lays no claim to originality, but 
is u Capital epitome of the works of others.

The “Story of Siegfried,” or of Sigurd, 
has been oft told in prose and verse. First 
voiced by Icelandic bards, it has been preserved 
and repeated these thousand years as a semi- 
mytnological tale of great ſuterest and beuuty. 
Once more it is rehearsed, particularly for 
young people, by James Baldwin, and pub- 
lished in bandsome dress by Charles Scribner's 
Sons. The myth or fable is well worthy a care- 
ful reading, for underneath the covering of fic- 
tion he many bistoric facts. Mr. Baldwin bas 
colored tne story to suit nis own ideas, but it is 
entertaining, and attractively told. 


The “Charles Dickens Birthday Book” is 
a little volume prepared by one and illustrated 
by another daughter of the great Englisn novei- 
ist. It is Amar ſu plan and purpose to other 
works of the kind and gives an appropriate 
selection from the writings of Dickens for each 
day in the year with a blank space on the oppusit 
page for autogrephs. The freshness of the seiec- 
tions willstrike the reader, however familiar he 
may be witb the writings of this author. None of 
those well-worn or oft-quoted are given, but 
instead more serious extracts are made than 
are usually found in such collections. In ap- 
pearance the book is neat and tasteful.

Horns; Wednesday, the Hon. M. H. Coch- 
rane will sell a large draft of imported Angus 
or Aberdeen cattle, and also some imported 
and some homebred Herefords; Thursday, 
Messrs, Potts & Son will put up a draft from 
their famous Short-Horn herd; and on Fri- 
day the Messrs. Goff will place eighty ani- 
mals of that breed in the ring. Nearly every 
day in the week will be well used in this 
Way to the seiler’s profit as well as to the 
advantage of the buyers. 

At such a time the attendance of breeders 
- Of pure stock will be greater than can be se- 

cured on any other occasion in this country, 

as the week of the Chicago Fat-Stock Show 
has, apparently by common consent, been 

chosen for holding the annual meetings of a 

number of associations of live-stoek breed- 

ers, the display of fat stock attracts many 
who, coming as spectators, may stay as buy- 
ers; and many who would not come to 
atiend a sale of stock, or to see a fat- 
stock show alone, will find themselves unable 
to resist the attractions of the two combined.

strongylus micrurus. 

An examination showed that, while all the 
other organs were in normal condition, the 
lungs were infested with threadiike worms. 
These in the calf, horse, ass, and mule are 
from one and one-halt to three inches long, 
They live in the smal) terminal air passages 
in their embrye or young stage, in the larger 
air tubee when mature, and in eysts in the 
substance of the lungs when laying their 
eggs, or when about to die, that their eggs 
may be set free and hatched. Prof. Law 
says that they may be reproduced either 
in or out of the body. “In me 
first mode the female creeps into an 
air cell, and there encysts herself and 

roduces e or young worms already 
hatched, or she dies, and, the myriad eggs 
hatehing out among the débris, the young 
worms finally migrate into the adjacent air 
passages, grow to maturity, and reproduce 
their kind. In the second mode the impreg- 
nated female worm is expelled by coughing, 
amd perishes in water or on moist earth or on 
vegetables. and the eggs, escaping from her 
decow posing remains, may be unhatched for 
months or evena year, or, in genial weather, 
may rapidly open and allow the escape of 
the almost microscopic embryo worms. 
These in their turn may live an indefinit 
length of time in the water, or moist soil, or 
on vegetables, and only begin to grow to 
their mature condition when taken in by a 
suitable host with food or water.“ Those 
infesting the ox kind are likely to be thrown 
out by coughing, and therefore often remain 
in their hosts but a short time. 

In animals affected there is at first only a 
slight and rather dry, husky cough, at irreg- 
lar intervals, becoming more frequent. ‘The 
sufferer becomes emaciated, the coat rough 
and staring, and the breathing irregular and 
gasping. The cough becomes suffocating, 
and mucus and worms are thrown out. 
Sometimes the cough is loose, soft, and 
Wiesing. the calf hidebound, eyes pale and 
sunken, membranes thin or puffy, with drop- 
sical swellings under the jaws, chest, or 
belly, and there is loss of appetite. In the 
worst cases ten or fifteen days may bring 
death, but usually two or three months pass 
before the end. Sometimes the animals re- 
Cover. 

The remedy advised by veterinarians of 
experience is fumigation in a close room, by 
means of flour of sulphur placed, a pinch at 
a time on a paper laid on an iron shovel, or 
onashovel heated enough to burn the sul- 
pour. The person doing the work should re- 
main in the room with the patients to guard 
against saffocating them, and must cease 
burning the sulphur When the air is as highly 
charged with the fumes as they can bear 
without coughing vivientiy. This operation 
must be repeated five or six days in succes- 
sion, half an hour ata time, and then at in- 
tervais of a week for several weeks, that the 
successive broods of young worms may be 
killed as A This treatment should 
be continued until all coughing and disturb- 
ance of the breathing shall have ceased. 

Before the begitning of the trafficin calves 
from the dairy districts of the East two years 
ago, losses from lung worms in the West 
were comparatively rare. But since that 
trade began they have been far more fre- 

uent. In some cases 90 per cent of the 

astern calves placed upon Western pastures 
have been lost from this cause; it is believed 
that nearly or quite 40 per cent of these calves 
have died from the attacks of lung worms, or 
from the emaciation consequent upon the 
hardships of the journey from the East, the 
change of food, from milk and fresh grass to 
water and dry hay on the road, and then to 
fresh grass again. Usually the change of 
water and of diet causes scours and loss of 
appetite, resulting in a general debility 
which makes the calf very susceptible to at- 
tacks of disease. 

Since it is known that the young of 
strougylus mierusus live for months on 
grass, oh moist earth, or in water, ready to 
be taken into the system of cattle with the 
food they eat, or the water they drink, and 
that a pasture once cursed by their presence 
cannot be made again fit for use for cattle in 
less than a year, and that continuous medical 
treatment is necessary with many if not with 
all these weaklings from the East which 
scatter the germs of this parasite through 
our previously uncontaminated pastures; 
and especially since it is clear to ali prac- 
tical men that it is necessary to- use extreme 
care ai skillful nursing to carry any calves 
successfully through their first winter, it cer- 
tainly seems evident that these tender and 
often sickly young things from the East are 
dear at any price to the farmer of the West.

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The Growth of Sorghum Manu- 
facture in Central II- 
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How to Start Seeds for Tree- 
Planting—The Culture of 
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Should Be Top-Dressed with 
Fertilizers. 


Hiscellancous Notes of Interest to the Farmer 
and Frait-Grower. 


Sorghum Manufacture in Central Illi- 
nols. 1 

The manufacture of sugar from sorghum 
in Central Illinois is meeting with more suc- 
cess than the friends of the enterprise ex- 
pected, The work is done after Louisiana 
methods, heavy crushers and all the improve- 
ments in use in the South being employed. 
The sugar is said to be equal to open-pan 
New Orleans. The raw sugar sells for eight 
cents per pound by the ton, and at a little 
over nine cents at retail. B. F. J.” writes 
that the machinery and the process ate both 
successful, but rather less sugar is found in 
the cane than was hoped for, and the bulk of 
the product will be a good article 
of sorghum sirup weigh eleven pounds 
to the gallon. If) the frosts do not 
injure it there will be cane enough to make 
500 barrels or 25,000 gallons. The cane, after 
taking off the leaves and seed heads, is placed 
upon a moving apron, which carries it to a 
set of three rollers. twenty-four inches in 
diameter and four feet long. The pressure 
is sufficient to extract a large per cent of 
juice. The cane then moves on to another 
set of rollers sprinkied beforehand with hot 
water to dissolve the sugar. After the sec- 
ond squeezing the bagasse is nearly dry 
enough to burn. The juice is heated in tanks 
defecated with lime of milk, then skimmed 
and volled in another tank to 260 Baumé, It 
is then filtered and reduced to sirup weighing 
eleven pounds to the gallon. For 
conversion into sugar the sirup is 
run into tanks on Wheels and put 
in a room where a high temperature 
is maintained while granulation continues. 
The company pay $2 per ton for the cane 
stripped and delivered. They expect to make 
glucose out of the seed. The first batch of 
the melado or the concentrated juice from 
the vaccuum can of 7,000 paunds, wroved 
afterall to be much richer in cane sugar 
than the chemists expected, promising to 
yield 3,000 pounds of raw sugar and 4,000 
pounds of sirap. The proprietors of the 
mill are confident of a favorable result. The 
correspondent adds: “ The profitable out- 
come this yearis still in doubt, and will be 
for some weeks. Nevertheless, if half a suc- 
cess can be made with sorghum uuder the 
disadvantages of seventeen inches of rain- 
fall and a mean summer temperature of 70 
degrees, there is little doubt that the manu- 
facture of sugar from sorghum will in time 
develop into a great raged AE 

In regard to the proper time to cut and 
manufacture sorghuin cane Prof. Collier, 
chemist of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, declares that while the seed is in 
the dough is much too early. He claims 
that cane cut five weeks later gives better re- 
sults. ‘The analysis made for both shows a 
greater percentage of sugar in the late cut- 
ting. The chémist further says there is 
hardly one chance ina hundred that sugar 
can be produced from any variety of sor- 
hum in paying quantities if the crop is 
worked up when the seed isin the dough. 
The failure of the Department of Agricult- 
ure to make sugar last vear, and the 10,000 
fallures throughout the 4. the past 
twety-five years, haye been mainly due to 
this, that the crop was worked too eafly in 
its development. 


Forestry. 

Josiah Hookes, of Chester County, Penn- 
sylvania, gives the followmg information in 
regard to starting tree-seeds: 

In these days of timber culture, when so much 
interest is being taken in the subject by many 
ou ners of treeless tracts of land, it becomes an 
important r decide how to treat the 
seeds as Well as lings. Only nurse them 
through the tirst two or three years, and but lit- 
dle care will be pecessury in the future. Some 
species of tree-seeds, as the onks and maples, 
grow too readily, and occasigna!lly the little radi- 
c.l Or first root in these may often, during moist 
weather, be noticed peeping out of the séed be- 
fore 22 from ide parent tree. Thea again 
such seeds the dolly, juniper, and yew wii! 
generally lie dormant ia the ground for two and 
even three years. o proper treatment for the 
firstisto dry chem very slightly before com- 
mitting them to their winter quarters; and for 
the latter class, place them in damp sand as 
quickly as possibie after removal from the tree. 

It is an excellent plan to wasb off all the tieshy 
covering from pulpy seeds, as this acts More as 
u preservative than as an incentive to germina- 
tion. A proper cure of the tender young seed- 
lings jugifies us in protecting them from tne 
direct rays of the sun and from the trying effect 
of nigh winds. This may best be effected by 
making frames of common, cheap boards, so as 
to form beds, say about six feet wide and of any 
length necessary. These are covered with lath 
racks or “shelters,” four by six feet in size, 
with ordigary plastering lath tacked across 
them, leaving three-qiiarters of an inth be- 
tween. Here may be started all seeds of ditfi- 
cult germination, as well as the rare species 
that we desire especially to grow. Many kinds, 
depending greatly on the size of the seed, must 
be covered very slightly with sand; in fact mere- 
ly hiding them from sat would be desirable. 
Others again of larger size require rather mor? 
soll over them, and those of larger dimeasiona, 
as the walnuts, must be placed beneath the 
surface for three or four inches. 

An excellent rule to observe, however, is to 
cover too littie rather than too much, ag seeds 
during germination deday very easily. — 
gritty sand or ligut sandy soil are about the best 
for covering seeds, although when peat or leaf- 
mold are readily procured, they will be tound 
very serviceable for the purpose. When the 
- young seedlings are two years old they must be 
transplanted, or if very close in the beds, they 
may be pricked out iate other beds at one year 
old. Pinctt off the tips of all long taproots and 
dip in thin mud before dibbling ito their new 
homes. Again, cover the lath shades and muich 
with moss if very valuable. Shauid dry weather 
set im, water thoroughiy with a coarse rose or 
sprinkier, but toward autuma take off the racks 
to hasten the ripening process by means of the 
sun's rays. 

C. E. Thorne, of the Farm and Firesid 

estimates that on an acre of land plante 
with forty-two beach walnuts, 640 catalpas, 
and 4,080 cottonwoods, willows, or locusts, 
the cost at the end of three years will be 
about 850. He says that at the end of the 
fitth season or sooner thé removal af the 
nurse-trees should begin, and the remainder 
of them be taken out at the end of the eighth 
season. Between the tenth and twelfth 
years the catalpas should be zhiuned, and the 
res taken out between the fifteenth and 
eighteenth seasons and the twentieth and 
twenty-fifth, leaving a plantation of black- 
walnuts. He estimates the receipts from 
the acre up to the twenty-fifth 
year as follows: First cutting, 2,000 poles 
$40; second cutting, 4,000 poles, 880; thire 
cutting, 700 p sts, 8140; fourth cutting, 1,200 
posts, $240; fifth eutiing, 1.500 posts, 8300; 
total income for twenty-five years, 8800; de- 
(uct expenses of planting and cultivatifte, 
850; net income for twenty-five years, 8750, 
Or an annual gross income of 325 to cover 
taxes and rental, saying nothing of interest 
on expenses, Which has been eovered by the 
interest on receipts. 
The black walnut trees, besides producing 
a crop of nuts for fifteen years, when 50 
years old should have an average diameter 
four feet from the ground of sixteen inches, 
which would represent a yield of 250 feet of 
lumber to the tree, or 10,000 feet to the acre. 
At present prices this would be worth $1,000, 
or $40 per year for the first twenty-five 
years, and 820 for the whole period from the 
time of planting, not reekoning the value of 
Stumps, tops, or posts. 


Top-Dressing Meadows. 

B. F. J.,“ of Champaign County, Illinois, 
Writes to the Cultivator and Country Gentle- 
man: 

Illinois is credited with something over 
35,000,000 acres, of which all but 5,000,000 
are fairly good grass-lands, while 10,000,000 
acres are grass-lands of good quality, leav- 
ing 20,000,000 of the best. And yet if IIII- 
nois agriculture shows a one-sided develop- 
ment in one thing more than another it is the 
disproportion between the pasture the 
stock. Usually there is a eall for more 
in the spring abd summer, and it is only in 
exceptional seasons, like the present, that 
grain and hay are hot fed two mon be- 
fore winter. Of course there are farmers 
and feeders by thousands to whom 
facts do not apply, but there are by 
the ten thousands to whom they do. This 
state of affairs at first sight is one the 
many puzzling facts of agriculture, when 


yield of the best lands can be increased by 
top-dressing. But when it is further con- 
sidered that the general opinion prevails that 
barn or stable manures do little or no good 
unless applied bountifully, or that to get 
substantial net from fertilizers they must 
be svn ate the rate of several hundred 
pounds per acre, it is easy to see the reason 
why top-dressing is so much neglected. The 
truth is that for first-class grass fands a 
minimum of te = often results ina 
maximum of benefit—a few pounds of fertil- 
izers producing effects out of all logical pro. 
portion to what might be reasonably looked 
for. Why this is so it % difficult to under- 
stand, in the light of our present knowledge, 
but the conjecture may be hazarded that 
under certain favorable circumstances a 
smali amount of fertilizer may act like a fer- 
ment, aud produce the effects which astonish 
us. have some ten acres in pasture, 
which have for the last ten years al- 
forded ample feed to something more than 
one good-sized milch cow to the acre trom 
May to November. A vatiety of fertilizers 
has been applied, consisting of superphes- 
phate in connection with nitrate of soda, 
potash, and ground bone, but all in quantity 
so limited as not to equal a fifth of theSame 
substances carried off in the milk. Still the 
pastures have improved both in quantity and 
quality of the grass, while the dominant 
vegetation has gone through two or three 
changes. Timothy and red clover have been 
succeeded by blue grass and white clover; 
then changed back to timothy and red clover 
again. I am satistied that 1 have applied 
something more than 1 could perceive, and 1 
am ready to believe that a light application 
ot fine ground limestone will produce aston- 
ishing results on certain solls, provided the 
limestone is as rich in the mineral elements 
of plant food as are the magnesium lime- 
stone biutts of the Lilinois and Mississippi 
Rivers or the fossil limestoue which abounds 
in the blue-grass region of Kentucky, 
Perhas one of the most forcible and eon- 
vineing facts illustrating the maximum bene- 
fit which may follow a minimum of top 
dressing is afford d by the annual overflow 
of the Nile—the etal deposit not exceeding 
four inches in a century, which is equivaient 
to one-twenty-fifth of an inch each year, and 
yet that amount of accretion has proved to be 
enough to keep the overflowed lunds up to as 
high a state of fertility as they enjoyed 
twenty centuries ago. But it ought to be 
kept in mind that the experiences and facts 
here stated apply only to soils very rich — 
inally, and that no recommendation is made 
that equally good results will follow on soils 
of second or third rate quality. On me true 
corn, grass, and wheat soils of the entire Mis- 
sissippi Valley, no matter how worn or how 
long cultivated, it will be found that a very 
light top-dressing ef any good manure or 
fertilizer will pretty surely produce unex- 
pected increase in grass and grain both. 


A Great Sorghum Plantation—Succese- 
ful Experiment in New Jersey. 
Dispatch to New York Tribune. 

Wasuiverton, D. C., Oct. 17.—Rio Grande, 
N. J., is a little namlet six miles north of 
Cape May, situated in the midst of a coun- 
try which, until within the last year, ap- 
peared desolate enough. Much of the land 
had been abandoned for cultivation, and had 
grown up to briars and other useless under- 
growth. It is said that for many years past 
any of this land could have been bought for 
the cost of the buildings upon it. Three 
years ago an effort was made to grow sor- 
ghum in this region, and manufaeture it in- 
to sugar. Disappointment attended the first 
two years. This year, however, under new 
management, the enterprise appears to have 
been successful. 

To begin with, 1,000 acres were planted in 
orghum, most of which was of the early 

Give: variety, although 200 acres or more 
Were devoted to the early orange. the Hon- 
duras, and the Link's Hybrid. ‘The land is not 
fertile, and, as a recent visitor expressed it: 
saw absolutely’ nothing growing in that 
Vicinity except the sorghum, and my only 
wonder was that such a crop of that could be 
raised.” ‘The company has an exeinsive 
mill, but its capacity has proved inadequate 
to the demands apon it this year, and itis 
not probable thatany attempt will be made 
to work the product over more than once— 
that is to say, the molasses left after obtain- 
ing the firsts will be sold as molasses, aud no 
effort made to extract the sugar therefrom. 
‘The officers of the company feel greatly en- 
couraged by the results of this —— The 
President of the company, in a letter to a 
friend under date of Oct. 12, writes: 

We will bave 200,00 pened of sugar made by 
next Saturday nigbt. | bave about twenty sugar 
wagons, and we keep them full. Bach sugar 
wasou holds about two and a baif barrels of 
sugar. A barrel of sugar weicus 3) pounds net. 
Forty sugar Wagons therefore bold about G. 
pounds of sugar, sv that the sugur already made 
and the sugar in ¢:g@bt amounts to 235,000 pounds. 
We estimate we bare 4,000 tous of cane to work 
up after this week. We have 15,000 gallons of 
molasses on hand now, and unless we can get 0 
cents per gallon for it we will work it over into 
seconds and thirds. Mr. Kuight wil probabiy 
refine the sugar we sold him this week. 

From another, letter it appears that Mr. 
Knight, who is d sugar refiner, has bought 
275 barrels of the first product of the Rio 
Grande Company. Prof. Collier, of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, who has been en- 
gaged in experiments designed to promote 
the manufacture of sugar from sorghum, re- 
cently paid a visit to the Rio Grande works, 
and in response to several ‘inquiries by a 
Tribune correspondent in regard to the 
methods in use there said: 

“Their mill, and indeed all their apparatus, 
is practically identical with those used upon 
the sugar-plantations of Cuba and Louisiana. 
They have a three-roll mill, the roils being 
thirty inches in diameter and five feet long. 
driven by an engine of 150 horse-power. 
‘They have two vacuum pans which complete 
the concentration of the juice to the crystal- 
liging point. From the vacuum pan the mixt- 
ure eof sugar ana molasses is emptied into 
large iron tanks (this operation is called 
technically striking the pai), amv’ the con- 
tents of these tanks is allowed to stand a 
day or two in the hot room, about 100 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, to complete the crystalli- 
zation. After standing a day or two these 
tanks, or cars, as they are called, are emptied 
into a mixer, the revolving arms of which 
stir up into a uniform mass the sugar and 
molasses, and this is by means of a large 
bucket which passes below the mixer emp- 
tied into the centrifugal machines, which, 
revolving with a velocity of 1,200 or 1,400 
revolutions a minute. throw out the molasses 
from the sugar through holes in the sides of 
the centrifugals. This operation is called 
* purging’ the sugar. 

After the molasses is nearly all removed 
a little water is sprinkled over the sugar, 
which removes the last traces of the moias- 
ses, and leaves the sugar of snowy -white- 
ness. Each centrifugal (and they have four 
running) purges at each charge about sey- 
enty-live pounds of sugar, which sells at 

seven cents per pound rapidly. All their 
work is dune by steam, they having a boiler- 
power of 500-hurse power, besides the 150- 
horse power used for the grinding of the 
cane inthe mill. They grind 150 tons of 
Stalks daily, although their mill has a ca- 
pacity of 300 tons; but the evaporating ca- 
pacity of their pans is at present unable to 
work up the juice of over 150 tons of stalks 
daily. About 175 men are empidyed in and 
about the mill and in the fields bringing in 
the crop. Every load of stocks is weighed, 
and daily exaininations are made of the juice 
obtained. ‘These 1 confirm fully 
the work done at the Department of Agri- 
culture at Washington. on: 4 

The soil is a light sandy loam. The sec- 

tion is one which would hardly have ap- 
peared suitabie for such an experiment, but 
the tact is that they have secured an excel- 
lent cropot sorghum, and according to the 

testimony of an extensive sugar-planter of 


and personally examined the cane and juice, 
the juice is richer in sugar and better in its 
degree of purity than the average of the 
Louisiana sugar-cane.”’ 

_ The correspondent further learned that it 
is expected that the seed of sorghum, 
which. sells readily at 65 cents per bushel, 
will pay all expenses of producing the é¢ane 
up to the time when cutting begins, and it is 
estimated that the expense of cutting and the 
mauufacture of the sugar ready for market 
will not exceed $2 per ton of cane. The 
company have already housed 6,000 bushels 
of seed, and at the same rate expect that the 
total seed product will amount to 20,000 
bushels, which at 66 cents per bushel 
will aggregate $13,000. The experience of 
the season thus far has shown the av- 
erage product of a ton of cane has been six- 
ty-live pounds, besides the molasses which 
may be worked into seconds and thirds; If 
the estimate of 4,000 tons of cane rewain 
be correct, the yield this season in sugat wil 
be 000 pounds, which at seven cents per 
1 amounts to $34,550. The 15,000 

ons of molasses already on hand, at 40 cents, 
will amount to $6,000. Adding to these sums 
$15,000 for seed, there is an e ot 
$55,500. The compeny is so well satistied 
with the result of this season’s work that it 
Will plant 2,000 acres of sorghum next year, 
and will double the capacity of its mill.

Tile-Drainage—A New and Valuable In- 
vention for Trenching, Etc. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

Dwieur, II., Oct. 18.—In reviewing the 
history of successful and lucrative agricult- 
ural manufactures, it is plain to see that 
those persons whose sagacious business fore- 
sight and enterprise have anticipated the com- 
ing demand for an article by being first in the 
market to supply it have invariably realized 
the greatest profits, as the American farmer 
will have machinery to do his different kinds 
of work at any reasonable cost. Compara- 
tively few, however, have as yet noticed tna 
late rapidly-increasing demand for yet an- 
other novel agricultural labor-saving ma- 
chine designed to excavate narrow deep 
trenches for laying tile on improved farms, 
The popular idea of this subject is that only 
a few tile will be laid to drain fhe ponds or 
sioughs of an occasional farm, or the low 
places only of a farm; whereas the fact is, all 
our prairie lands underlaid with clay(as they 
mostly are) will soon have tile laid every 
few rods apart in a perfect network through 
both the low and up, or roiling land, called 
“thorough drainige.”” This bas been fully 
shown in Tar TRIBUNE'S articles on * Tiling” 
during the past three years, and it is not neces- 
sary to repeat in detail here, but merely re- 
capituiate in Lrief the reasons why this will be 
done. They are: 

First—Because it insures the certainty of a 
heavy, paying crop, being a perfect protection 
from wet seasous or drouth. 

Second—Because it pays (expensive as it is) 25 
to — per cent on its cost —a permanent lucrative 
profit, 

Third—Because “ thoreugh”’ tiling or draino- 
age bas already commenced and is rapidiy in- 
creasing, some farmers laying fifteen to thirty 
miles of tile in a single summer. 

A more graphic description of the tile-drain- 
age situation of the day cannot be given than 
that in a letter lately received by Homer Cook, 
Esq., of the Borden Block, Chicago, in which 
the writer (of Sycamore, De Kalb County) says: 

* Yours regarding tile-dtainage and trench- 
ing-macbine ig at hand. Ireaily think it what 
it ela.ma, and pot too expensive to manufacture 
or too slow in operation, it will supply wnat has 
been and will be much more needed. Tile- 
drainage is becoming universal. In this county 
the supply of tile and the heip to lay them do 
not begin to fill the demand. At the kiin bere 
where tiles are burned farmers actually fight

to be very difficult to handle they began load- 

ing. In the morning there were by count fifty- 

eight teams waiting fortile! I never saw such 
a furor for anytbing.” 

The task of universal or “thorough” tile- 
drainage will be simply stupendous, and band 
labor entirely inadequate, to say nutbing of its 
severity, for to dig these trenches is by far the 
hardest labor that can be done on farms. The 
tile-ditching or trenching machines that have 
been designed on tne “repeating” plan hare 
not proved a practical success for many seit- 
evident réasons, and. in the opinion of many 
who bave used them, never will; hence, not- 
withstanding the urgent and growing demand, 
Kut few have ever been sold. They require 
eigut or more horses; do not get deep enough; 
do not grade the bottoni of the ditch accurate- 
ly, which therefore has to be deepened and fin- 
ished to a perfectly uniform grade by band— 
leaving the most expensive part of the digging 
undone; and cannot work at ali (pulling repeat- 
ediy to and fro) id wet or miry places and 
where water comes into the trench while dig- 
gineg—a fatal defect. 

Lately, however, a practical person who bas 
giveo the subject of tile-drainage both here and 
in England careful investigation found a simple 
and effective way of overcoming the one diffi- 
culty alone standing in the way of producing a 
tile-ditching machine on the obviously more ud- 
Vantageous pian of finishiag the trench to the 
entire depth in one passage over the ground. 
This newly-invented machine bas been repeat- 
edly tested, worked and improved, during the 
last two summers on my farm and another near 
by, where five car-loads of tile were laid, every 
eight rods apart, through both the up and low 
land? and tested in very wet, sticky clay on one 
of the farms of S. W. Allerton, Esg., of 159 La 
Salle street, Chicago. It cut with ease through 
every condition of soll, bard and soft, wet and 
dry, with equal facility and was found entireiy 
practical and successful in every respect. A 
man and boy with one horse to operate the ma- 
chine will cut from sixty to 100 rods of ditch in a 
day ten inches wide, three to four and one-half 
feet deep, leaving the bottom of the trench on a 
perfectiy uniform grade, notwithstanding the 
Variations of the surface of the ground—a mat- 
ter of vital importance in laying tile. 

The inventor bas now taken bis machine in 
from the country to Chicago to arrange for its 
manufacture, and will show it in operation, 
trenching, this alternoon, Oct. 21, and again next 
Wednesday afternoon, Oct, 25, at Thirty-third 
street, three blocks west of State street, near 
Wentworth avenue, and most any day there- 
after from 1 to 3 p. m., where the machine 
stands, with a trench already cut by it, open to 
inspection at all times. Mr. Cook (above re- 
ferred to)and Mr. J. V. Farwell witnessed its 
operation. Manufacturers Or capitalists wishing 
to embark in a good and unusually remunerative 
manutacture will do well ie investigate it, for 
the invention appears at a most opportune time, 
as the demand is already very great and rapid- 
ly increasing. The inventor has received over 
A letters from parties wanting mactines, many 
of whom bave seen bis machine at work. It is 
& most meritorious and valuable invention, and 
destined to build up another line d¥ agricultural 
machine manufacture that will undoubtedly as- 
sume Vast proportions with amazing rapidity.

Probably the 
womankind appertaining to political sup 
porters of his, | suggested. ‘“* Of course they 
are,“ retorted she; you don’tsuppose Mme. 
Grévy wonid sit in the same room with 
them?” This female vehemence is perhaps 
excessive, but it indicates clearly enough 
how strong the feeling is in such matters. 

If there be any grain of truth in these com- 
plaints it means only that the Republic 
wants time to complete its social organiza- 
tion in France; to establish a social superi- 
ority as decisive as is its political superiori- 
ty. Probably at this moment the ascend- 
ency of mere wealth is more absolute than 
ever before. Princes and Peers have closed 
their gates, but the bankers, the magnates 
of finance and even of industry and com- 
merce, have flung theirs wide open. What- 
ever is most splendid in the ceremonial hos- 
pitality of today is of their creation; and 
they have set up an aristocracy which in 
more respects than one outdoes the old. In 
one of the novels of MM. Edniond and Jules 
de Goncourt, published, I think, nearly 
twenty years ago, occurs this passage—it is 
a Parisian of fashion who addresses a bour- 
geois thillionaire: 

“You say you are not a caste.. No, but 
you are an aristocracy—a brand-new aris- 
tocracy whose Insolence has already sur- 
passed the impertinence of the oldest aris- 
tocracy in the world. At this moment there 
is not a court—I doubt whether ever there 
was one in history—in which ople were 
treated more contémptuously than in the 
parlor of a certain great banker who in all 
his life bas never gone so far as his door to 
say good-morning to more than two per- 
sons.“ 

And if you turn to M. Arsene Houssaye’s 
“Recollections of Alfred de Musset,” now 

ublishing, you will find a story of the late 
zaron James de Rothschild whieh puts dots 
on the i’s of MM. de Goncourt’s remark. 
They may or may not have had a Rothschild 
in mind.

childs. None the less does he figure in M. 
Iloussave’s story as Sa Majesté d'Argent. or 
His Moneyed Majesty, on a level with Em- 
peror and Empress in the Tuileries—nay, dis- 
puting their will and challenging their 
supremacy in their private drawing-rooin— 
apropos of next to nothing, and for no other 
purpose than to assert his position of equal- 


ty. 

The Napoleonic speculators long since 
climbed to the top of the social ladder; but 
seldom or never succeedéd in planting their 
ladders against the windows of the older 
caste 2 wanted to rival. They would have 
been glad enough of an entrance, but what 
hope had a mushroom ee of making 
his way into the mansion of a Marquis who 
disdained to set foot in the Tuileries in the 
days of their utmost splendor? It is some 
four years since one of the luckiest and rich- 
est, and, I believe, least reproachable, of 
these Bonapartist bankers built a palace 
which was the marvel of Paris. In one way 
or another he had made the acquaintance ot 
a foreign Prince, who need not be named, 
and to him he applied to help him on the 
night of his housewarming. The Prince 
promised to come. He happened to dine 
that night with an old friend who is head of 
one of the oldest and greatest families of 
France. After dinner his hostess pro- 
posed @ dance, of which his Royal 
Highness is known to fond. 
He had to plead his engagement at the bank- 
er's. “Oh,” answered she, „sa much the 
better. You will not want to stay long, and 
you can bring back some people with you—I 
suppose yon will find somebody we know!“ 
And with this caution in his ears, not to ask 
doubtful guests, the Prince departed and did 
return not long after midnight with a hand- 
ful winnowed out of the medley of men who 
thronged the great bankér’s hotel. 

It is a delicate matter to handle, but I may 

erhaps add that the relations between 

rench society of any sort and the American 
colony in Paris appear to be anything but 
close. ‘There was a time when Americans 
were supposed to mingle with Parisians— 
when you heard of American beauties at 
the Tuileries, and when a certain part 
of our colony had the grandes entrées, if 
nothing more, at the palace. When the Em- 
pire broke up, and when these ornaments of 
American civilization became convinced that 
there was little hope of either a Bonapartist 
or a Bourbon restoration, mauy of them 
sadly shook off the dust of their aristocratic 
feet — the city thus abandoned to mere 
republicanism and went home They 
thought that if they must live under repub- 
lican rule, as well live at home as abroad. 
Into the more or less huipiliating memories 
of that period it may be as well not to pene- 
trate too far, Everybody knows that the 
American residents of Faris under the Em- 
pire supplied not a few of the stanchest par- 
tisans of the imperial régime. They crawled 
eagerly to the steps of a throne which mon- 
archists refused to approach. 

But not even then was there any real fusion 
between Americans and French—even 
122 of the Bonapartist sort. If you read 
American letters from Paris in those days 
public or private, you might well fancy that 
our dear countrymen were in the centre and 
hight’of fashion. The real truth is that they 
were received in a narrow circle, and ot few 
could it be said that they were very cordially 
received. They were tolerated, hardly more, 
If they gave b&lis—well, there are several 
ways of giving balls, and one is to ask some- 
body to ask yollr guests for you. Perhaps 
one more quotation from a French source 
will be enough to show how the French re- 
garded it: 

„Well, yes, they are Ameficans. They 
have made a fortune in cotton. in tallow, in- 
digo, niggers, whatever you like. But what 
does it matter to us? And then the Ameri- 
cans nowadays are Accepted. For my part, 
when people give balls all lask of theur is 
not to belong to the police, and to give a 
good supper.

THE NEW BRIGADIER. 


Col. Fitz-Simons to Command the Chi- 


/ eaco Troops. 

The First Brigade, lilinois National Guard, 
which’ bas been without a head for nearly a 
year since the resignation of Gen. Torrence, is 
about to have a commander at last. For about 
two months past some of the prominent oflicers 
and ex-officers of the militia who were inter- 
ested in seeing a competent military force have 
been actively engaged in endeavoring to bring 
about a barmonious settlement of the question 
which bas vexed the Governor and Adjutant- 
General for so long a time. 

Soon after the vacancy occurred the names 

of three mena in Chicago were proposed for ap- 
pointment to the vacant position, either of 
whom would have been perfectly satisfactory 
to the military and the citizens of tne territory 
covered by the First Brigade. Their names 
were Gen. 8. B. Sherer, formerly commander of 
the First Regiment and afterward Chief of Cav- 
airy on the Governor's staff; Gen. William E. 
Strong, formerly Inspector-General of the lIili- 
nois National Guard on the Governor's staff; 
and Col. John Mason Loomis, Chairman of the 
Military Committee of the Citzens Association. 
The first refused the commission on accouut of 
his ill-health and inability to attend to the 
duties, the second for the latter reason and a 
press of business, and the latter because be bad 
made other arrangements which would preclude 
the possibility of his accepting it. Upto the 
time of this refusal the smali M had modestly 
kept in the background and bad not of- 
fered to sacritice themselves for the 
good of the State by volunteering their 
services. But straightway there was a general 
stampede for the place; as a correspondent 
wrote, the woods were full of candidates.“ They 
besieged the Governor and his Adjutant-Gen- 
eral upoh every conceivable occasion; raised 
delegations to wait upon the Governor,“ wrote 
letters, gave dinners, sent invitations, and 
stirred Heaven and earth to win the coveted 
vrize. Gov. Cullom held his own against the 
Held, and resisted all biandishments. He an- 
nounced that no man would be appoiated on ac- 
count of politics, and no man would be com- 
missioned who was nut wholly acceptable to the 
military and the people at large. in the mean- 
time, the brigade was sulferiug for the want of 
a manager. Col. Fitz-Simons was elected con- 
mander of the First Intantry Regiment, vice 
Swain, resigned, and he weot into dis 
new feld with such a power that 
be soon made himself feit in military circies, 
and speedily brought the command up to a bigh 
state of excellence. His name was suggested 
more than once for the position of Brigadier, 
but all feit that he could not be spared yet from 
the regiment. At last, however, harmony pre- 
valied among the officers to an extent not real- 
ized before for years, and {bose who were inter- 
estedin the growth and development of the 
National Guard felt that the time had at length 
come when the promotion of Col. Fitz-Simons 
would be a benefit to all concerned. The mil 
tary committee of the Citizens’ Association 
were influenced to take bold of the matter, and, 
seconded by nearly all the military officers in 
Chicago, the committee drafted a petibon for an 
appoiatment, and the report was approved by the 
Executive Committee in open meeting, and was 
torwarded to Springfield by Secretary Ambler 
last Thursday. Friday afternoon the Adjutant- 
Generali filled out the commission and obtained 
the signature of the Governor and Commander- 
in-Chief, and THe TRIBUNE tdis morning takes 
pleasure in introducing to the military and the 
citizens of the northern half of Lilinois Briga- 
dier-General Charles Fitz-Simons. 

He is too well known to the people of this city 
to need special mention. As the head of the lirms 
of Fitz-Simonsf& Connell and of Harry Fox & Co., 
public works contractors, he has been identified 
with some of the most important public im- 

rovements which have beeu made in this city. 

e was a soidier of the War of the Rebellion, u 
senior Colonel in charge of a brigade a por- 
tion of the time, and as an omeer won 
a beh a place in the esteem of his comrades. 
He is a member of the army oflicers’ association, 
the Loyal Legion, and his associates are among 
the bighest and best people of the city. He has 
been eminently successtul as a business-man, 
and the prospects are that he will take boid of 
the reins witha tirm and steady hand. He bas 
not sought the position, and when the matter 
was first broached to bim be was disposed to de- 
cline the honor; indeed, it required considerable 
urging to induce him to accept, and it was only 
upon the representation to bim that the best in- 
na 3 the service demanded it that he finally 
yielded. 

The future of the First Regiment is tacitly 
provided for. Lieut.-Col. E. B. Knox, who has 
been closely allied with the organization since 
its ineeption, over eight years ago, 
will undoubtedly receive the unanimous 
vote of the line officers fur Colonel, and at this 
time a better choice could not be made. He was 
an officer in the volunteer and regular arinies 
for over fifteen years, and is now upon the re- 
tired list on half-pay, wit the rank of Major. 
He is familiar with all the tactics ever in use by 
the United States army, and as a drili-master be 
bas no superior. He bas shown himeelf a tried 
and true friend of the First Kegiment. 

it is understood that some of the rs and 
citizens bave arranged for a friendiy meeting 
of a few congenial triends at one of the hotels 
in this city next Monday evening, at which 
Adjutant-Genera! Eilivtt will formally preseut 
the commission to the new Brigadier-General.

Stafford and Hoyne Again Pro- 
test Against the Lake-Front 


And Direct Their Batteries Against the 
New Depot of the Baltimore 
& Ohio. 


Unhappy Wives and Husbands Seek- 
ing a Permanent Separation. 


The Lake-Front Question Again In 
Court. | 

A very important bill was filed yesterday 
in the United States Circuit Court by the 
State of Lilinois, through its Attorney-Gea- 
eral and John F. Stafford and Thomas 
Hoyne, against the Baltimore & Ohio | Rail- 
road Company, involving the much-yexed 
question of the ownerrhip of the Lake- 
Front.” The charges of the bill are ig sub- 
stance as follows: On the 2d of May., 1827, 
the United States was the owner of the) frac- 
tional Sec. 15, 30, 14, in which the Lake- 
Front is meluded, and by act of Congress 
granted it, with other lands, to the State of 
illinois for the purpose of alding iu the con- 
struction of the Lilinois & Michigan Canal. 
The selection afterward made under this act 
bears date May 21. 1830. By an act 
of the Legislature of lilinois of Jan. 7, 1856, 
the Board of Commissioners of the Lilinuis & 
Michigan Canal was created, who were di- 
rected, among other things, to subdivide and 
sell the canal lands in the Town of Chicago, 
including fractional See. 15, This last-named 

Yract, whieh is bounded by Madison, 
Tweltth, and State streets and the lake, was 
immediately subdivided into twenty+three 
blocks, containing 24 lots, the majority of 
the lots being 8Ux180 feet, with sixty-six-foot 
streets. The portion east of Michigan ave- 
nue was not subdivided. ‘A dedication to 
puhlie uses was made of all the land |lying 
east of the west line of Michigan avenue, be- 
ing a strip over 400 feet wide, frou® Majlison 
to Twelfth street, with the exeeption of six 
lots fronting south on Twelfth street, 
between Michigah avenue and the lake. 
By an act of the Legislature of Feb. 10 1551, 
and an ordinance of the city, the Iilinois 
Central Railroad Company acquired the 
right of way through this tract east of Michi- 
gun avenue, the west line of the right of way 
being parallel to Michigan ayenue ahd 400 
feet from the west line of the avenue. by 
such subdivision and dedication it is claimed 
that all the lands in the fractional-section 
aidition between the west Une of Michigan 
avenue and the railroad’s right of way be- 
came dedicated to public uses, the fe re- 
maining in the State of Lilinois, subject to 
the public use. 

In February, 1868, the Legislature ex- 
pressly cout med the dedication of the above 
tract by enacting that “no encroachment 
shall be made upon the land or water 
by any railroad company, nor | shall 
any cars, locowotives, engines. ma- 
chines, or other machines  belong- 
ing to any railroad or transportation 
company be permitted to occupy the same, 
nor Phall any cars or machinery be left $tand- 
ing on said track frunting any part of Mich- 
ah avenue south of Madison street, nor 
sh@il the City Council ever allow — en- 
croachments west of the line above deecribed. 
And any person being the owner of or inter- 
ested in any lot or part of alot fronting on 
Michigan avenue shali have the richt to en- 
join said company’and all other persois aud 
corporations from any Violations of the pro- 
vistons of this seetion, or of this ordinance,” 
etc. Various city ordinanees of Chicago 
sinee 1344 have also declared that the land 
in question was dedicated to public uses, and 
between 1848 and 1852 the city expended 
$8,806.08 in protecting, the land from abrasion 
by the waters of Michigan, and the 
property-owners 8 $5,544.71 more tor 
the same purpose. Yet, again in 
1872, the Common Council, by refusing 
to lease certain parts of the 
Lake-Front because they had no authority to 
do so, recoguized the dedivation. So, tov,.in 
1870 the Judiciary Committee of the Common 
Council made a report that the city has 
been in the undisturbed occupation of the 
land in question for over thirty years under 
and by virtue of the sald dedication, and, 
whatever may be the rights of the city in the 
said property, it certainly stants,so far as the 
citizens of Chicago and the owners of | prop- 
erty fronting said public grants are con- 
cerned, in the posidon of a trustee, and it can- 
not in good faith to such citizens and prop- 
erty-owners permit said grounds to be used 
for other than public uses.” This report 
was colcurred in by the Common Conucil, 
and was tantamount to a declaration by the 
city of the trust on which it held whatever 
title it had to the land. 

Suvsequent to the platting of the land the 
lots and blocks were sold for the purppse of 
augmenting the canal fund, and complain- 
ants, spree and Stafford, became the owners 
of two of the lots, and have never consented 
to any encroachments being made on the 
Lake-Front. ‘They claim the State of Illinois 
holis the fee of the land so dedicated to pub- 
lic uses in trust for the benefit of all the 
property-holders and residents of Chicago, 
and is bound to protect the public and pre- 
vent anyencroachment. Stafford and Hoyne 
claim the right, under the act of 1808, to be- 
gin any legal proceedings that may be heces- 
sary to prevent such invasion. Their lots 
have a much larger value on aceount 
of the dedication, and they paki a 
much larger sum than they would 
have paid had it not been for such easement. 
The city also is under like obligations to 
keep the land clear, but on the 27th of July 
last the Common Council passed an ord- 
natice giving the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad a 
temporary permit to occupy part of che Lake 
Front between the Exposition Building and 
the armory building on payment of 9225 a 
month. ‘The company has laid tracks and is 
now building a substantial and permanent 

E depot on the grounds thus leased 


© it, 

The complainants in conclusion aver thet 
they have never waived their rights to resist 
such encroachment, that the city has no 
power to allow the land to be used for any 
purpose, or to give any lease of it to any one, 
that the occupation of the land will seriously 
(damage their property, and they ask for an 
injunction to prevent the company from 
building 9 depot on the forbidden ground, 
or trom iaying any tracks, or allowing 
its cars to stand on the Illinois Central tracks 
in front of this dedicated land, or from in 
any way encroaching’ on such land, and that 
the court will declare that the portion of 
fractional section 15in question shall be for- 
ever held and declared to be dedicated to 
public uses and to remain forever vacant and 
fret trom al! buildings. 

An application was at once made to Judge 
Drummond by Messrs, Isham and Burney, 
who filed the bill, for a temporary injune- 
tion. Mr. II. F. Waite appeared for the rail- 
road company. Mr. Isham made a State- 
ment of the ailegations ot the bill. 

The Judge said that it appeared tp him 
that almost the same case was presented to 
him in 1869, when the United States was the 
complainant and the Iinois Central Rallroad 
Company was defendant, and in which suit 
he granted an injunction as to the use 
of the Lake-Front north of Madison 
street. In the present case the State af Lili- 
nois instead of the United States was com- 
plainant. Ille theught under the cifeum- 
stances the railroad company ought to stop 
work on its depot pending the motion for in- 
junc non. 

Mr. Waite said he had only been notified 
of the application for an injunction the day 
before, and asked for a delay until this morn- 
ing to look over the bill. The matter was ac- 
1 postponed unti today, when a 
om hae be set for the hearing of the argu- 
pent. 

The arguments against the use of the por- 
tion of the Lake-Front leased to the Baltimore 
& Ohio ..ailroad apply equally to the Expo- 
sition Building, the armery, and even the 
little Van Buren street station of the Illinois 
Central Railroad Company, as they ate all 
situated on the same tract,

A Queer Case Over a Contested Signa- 
ture. 

A rather interesting case has been on trial 
before Judge Gary the last day or two. In 
April last A. J. Cutler, formerly the manager 
for Prof. W. C. Lyman, the elocutionist, be- 
gan anattachment suit against Lyman to 
recover about $475. Lyman made no de- 
fense, and a judgment by defauit was ren- 
dered for 8478. 10. On the 24th of May Lyman 
moved to have the judgment set aside on the 
ground that he was intoxicated when he 
signed the note sued on, if he ever dia sign 
it. so that he did not know what he was 
doing. He was allowed to plead, and the 
case has just been heard by Judge Gary. 
Lyman swore that he never signed the note 
in question, and he produced a number of 
witnesses who testified it was not his signa- 
ture. On the other hand, Cutler had a large 
number of witnesses besides himself who 
swore it was Lyman’s signature, and the 
jury, after being out a short time yesterday, 
returned a verdict in favor of Cutler.

The Tiffin Woolen Company. 

A creditor’s bill was filed Thursday, but 
suppressed for service, by Pierrepont E. 
Johnson and John G. Austin against the 
Tiffin Woolen Company, J. Alder Ellis, 
George 8. Redfield, Walter M. Keenan, 
Charles H. Antes, and Herman Fenno. ‘The 
complainants set out that on the 4th of Sep- 
tember last they recovered_a judgment for 
$4,087.26 against the Tiffin Woolen Company, 
and sued out an execution which was re 
turned unsatisfied. The company was or- 
ganized in December, 1880, with a capital 
stock of $50,000, Keenan took 200 shares, 
Antes 200 shares, and Fenno 100 shares, 
on which only a small amount 
has ever been paid. Subsequently 
Keenan assigned, without consideration, 
100 shares and Antes 100 shares of his stock 
to J. A. Ellis and Fenno assigned his stock 
to Redfield, so that Eliis and Redfield now 
hold the majority of the stock. It is charged 
that they organized the company for the pur- 
pose of evading their liability as stockhold- 
ers; that they induced Keenan, Antes, and 
Fenno, three clerks in the employ of the Na- 
tional Lite Insurance Company, of which 
company Ellis was President, to subscribe 
for the stock, so as to protect them. The 
woolen company, from its organization, ¢ar- 
ried ou the business of manufacturing cloth 
until May last, when its property was seized 
under attachments to the amount of $50,000, 
and its business closed up. Its property 
only realized $14,000 on execution sale, and 
the corporation is now Insolvent. For a long 
time before this Ellis was President au 
Kedfield Secretary of the company, and un- 
der their management, the company incurred 
reckless expense and borrowed large 
sums of money, aggregating $7v.- 
O00. The debts exceed the capital 
stock by) about $20,000, and it is claimed Ellis 
and Redfield are liable for this surplus. The 
complainants in conclusion ask that a re- 
ceiver may be appointed to collect the cem- 
— * debts and assets, and that Ellis and 
tedifield may be compelled to pay up what 
they owe on their stock.

COMMERCIAL, 


The leading produce markets were very ir- 
regular yesterday, and averaged lower on pro- 
visions but stronger on grain. The leading 
points wer big demand for spot corn, littie 
spot wheat wanted, and a heavy pressure on 
pork for November. There was a wild excite- 
ment on the afternoon call iv corn, which acted 
on pork, though the provision market Was over- 
shadowed by the excitement in corn, which did 
not extend to wheat and outs. 

Provisions were active and very unsettled. 
The local hog market was quoted lower, the 
supply of bogs being again larger than many 
bad expected, and the packers were apparently 
interested in forcing down the price of Novem- 
ber product so that they can open the winter 
season on the basis of tower pries 
for bogs. A few thousand barrels of 
pork delivered out on October contracts was 
sufficient to bear the market undor the weight 
of offerings; it declined 3500, but reacted 600 
after the pressure was over, closing at about 
$23.00. November pork declined 62%c, being 
the main object of attack, and reacted 15. 
Year pork declined Se, and advanced 5c from 
the bottom, while the longer itutures fell of 
1268150. Lard was relatively steady; it de- 
clined Sue, but closed only 2%c lower on 
futures, and stronger for this month. Ribs fell 
off 20c for November, and reacted 5c, while the 
longer futures were very dull, and October lots 
were generally heid strongly at $15.00, with 
some sales at $14.87%. The afternoon call wit- 
nessed an advance of Se on October pork, 17sec 
on November lard, and an easy tone on the 
longer futures. 

Fiour was less active than the recent average. 
There was less doing for export, but some 
Canadian orders were ou the market, and local 
dealers bought moderately. The feeling among 
bolders was frm. Other milistuffs were in lignt 
supply and rather strong. 

Wheat was rather more active lu futures, ana 
stronger in sympathy with corn, advancing 4c 
and closing dec above the latest prices of 
Thursday. The British markets were called 
urm and a shade higher, and our receipts were 
small. being only 151 car-loads of all grades. 
But there was apparently no shipping demand. 
The current offerings of No. 2 spring were 
taken to apply on contracts at about October 

prices; No. 2 red declined e, and dull at that; 

No. 3 winter declined . and No. 3 spring was 
steady. The local feeling was firm, but there 
was not much outside demand. The better for- 
eign inquiry recently noted bas been more de- 
cidedly for flour than for wheat thus far. 
The market on futures advanced %@\c on the 
afternvon call. 

Cora was active and irregularly stronger, 
chietly for this month and next, which advanced 
Ile. The longer fututres fell off some 
early under free offerings, but closed 0e 
above the latest prices of Thursday. The Briten 
markets were only quoted firm, but our receipts 
were small, and New York was booming. 
Cash lots were in active demand through- 
out; it was said chat the car-lota 
were mostly wanted to ship to New Eowland 
points, but undoubtedly thore were some orders 
from New York, as there is not enough pressure 
on our railroads to prevent rail shipments from 
arriving there this month, and We per bu is am- 
ple to pay rail transportation and other ex- 
penses. The shipping demand prevented lower 
prices on deliveries after next month, the fine 
weather inviting speculative sales for the year 
and May by parties who think the New England 
demand will tall of at the close of navigation. 
There was, however, some fear that November 
is cornered, and some leading commission men 
are so firm in this fear that they decline to take 
orders for new business in November corn. 
On the afternoon call there was a scene of 
wild excitement, the sales aggregating about 
four and a quarter million bu, which is probably 
more than the total quantity of corn in sight. 
The market advan le from the latest 
prices on "Change, clos firm but a shade be- 
low the top. It was reported late that the big 
excitement in corn in New York was started by 
the taking of large quantities there for export 
up to Sie, which wakened up the seaboard 
shorts, and that told here—chiefly on the near 
futures. 

Outs were quiet and steady, with a lighter 
trade than on any day during the week. There 
was very little demand for spot or future deliv- 
ery, and during the last hour of the regular 
board the market was almost entirely deserted. 
The cash trading was confined to the purchase 
of small lots (aggregating about 20.000 bu) for 
the lumber region at Nc, seller the month 
holding at the same figure. November sold at 
44 @H «ec, closing at the outside price, or the 
closing figure of Thursday. The later deliveries 
fluctuated very little, closing without change 
from the caji prices of the day before. No. 2 
white was quotable at 38%c, and rejected sold at 
ie. Samples were in fair demand and steady. 
On the call Ke bigher was paid on October and 
4c higher for the longer futures. 

Rye was quiet throughout, both for cash and 
future delivery, very little trading betng done 
in the latter line. No.2 spot sold at 6c and 
seller October was salable at 600. November 
was nominally sic. December dne bid, and the 
year nominally 50%c. Rejected salable at 540. 

Barley opened quiet, nominally at Thursday’s 
prices—Sic for No.2 and 540 for No. 3% The 
market subsequently became firmer, spot No. 2 
selling at Wo. October No. s advancing from 540 
to 500, and November from 556 to Sic. Toward 
the close there was a weaker feeling, November 
No. 3 being offered at 564%c. There was consid- 
erabie trading at the advance. 

The hog market was very dull, and prices de- 
clined Dao. The receipts were less than .- 
. but a good many nogs were left over, and 
the late feeling was decidedly weak. 

The demand for groveries continues fair, and 
the general market maintains a steady tone. 
Coflges and teas are stift easy. In dry goods, 
beots and shoea, and clothing there was contin- 
ued activity. Prices of dried truits were gen- 
erally steady under a good demand. Fish aver- 
aged firm. Dairy products were quoted as be- 
fore, fine goods showing continued firmnesa., 
The best creamery went at 36c and fancy dairy 
at We. Oils were in good request, and ruled 
frm. Coal and pig-iron remain quiet. 

In green fruits peaches and grapes were 
easier, the demand for the former having fallen 
off materially, and tne latter showing abuudant 
receipts. Eggs were steady at 2c per doz. 
Hides continue dull and weak. Potatoes 
are coming in fairly, prices remaining 
steady at 46@50c per bu by the car-lot on track. 
Wool is fairly active and unchanged. lo seeds 
timothy was firm and higher, selling at $1.65@ 
1.67 for prime. Fiaxseed was firmer at $1.19@ 
1.20, and clover-seed was quotable at 85.5005. 00 
for prime. Hay sold at Thursday's figure.

Cireular Hegarding Official Numbers on 
Vessels, 

The United States Government bas sent out a 
circular to be sent to owners or mastere of ves- 
sels by the Collectors of Customs. The salient 
points of the cifcular are as follows: 


In accordance) with the provisions of this act, 
and of the regulations of the United States 
Treasury Department, dated March 18, 1868, you 
are hereby requested to Cirve upon the main 
beam of your vessel the following official num- 
ber, which bas been awarded ber by the Bureau 
of Statistics, VII.: 


or branded in plain biock letters of the follow- 


ing shape: 
1. 2. 8, 4, 5, 6, 7. 8. g. 0. 

The letters are not to be less than three inches 
high, and to be between three-eighths of an inch 
and half an inch in depth. The number must 
be prefixed by the abbreviation “No.” A turee- 
eignths-inch gotiwe, either haif round or angu- 
lar, is recommended as a suitable instrument 
for the purpose. The main beam of a Yessel 
spall be taken to mean as follows: On veseeis 
plying upon the Western rivers the beam run- 
ning athwart ship uuder the after side of the 
starboard forward batch; and on all other ves- 
sels the beam running athwart chip under the 
forward side of the main hatch (the after 
side of the beam). The Wumber should 
when practicable, be marked after the tonnage 
mark.

Yet 
Fanny Kemble was a beautiful woman and a 
striking person apart from her genius as an 
actress and the interest of her association 
with what a reviewer of her recent memoirs 
calls “ the late reigning family of the English 
stage.” Mrs, Kemble has always retained a 
natural pride in her family distinetion, 
touched possibly with a little feeling of de 
fiance arising from consciousness of a certain 
social ostracism of actors in England, not- 
withstanding the “great matches” which 
they sometimes make. a 
M BELONG TO Hun MAJESTY’S PLAYERS,” 
she once said, with a proud and arch homil- 
ity, and she gaid itin a circleof distinguished 
persons, in whieh she brilliantly led and 
monopolized the conversation. 

But in her earlier “Journal in America,” 
aS in the memoirs published a few years 
since, there fs little trace uf pride and pleas- 
ure in the actual practice of her profession. 
Descent from a great and famous family of 
actors may have charmed her imagination, 
as the familiar and stately words of Hooker 
describing the law may be proudly quoted 
by the young attorney.

The Man Who Carrics Tons of Gold, 
and Has Never Lost an Ounce of It. 
A New York correspondent writes as fol- 

lows concerning a well-known character in 

Wall street: The amount of gold constantly 

changing hands even within the narrow 

bounds of the Wall street district is enor- 
mous beyond any idea of the average man. 

The last annual repott of President William 

Dowd to the Clearing-House Association 

showed that within the twelve months cov- 

ered by his review $375,000,000 in gold coin 
was taken through the streets of the city to 
meet the requirements of the threescore 
banks included in this association. This 
$375,000,000 weighed over 686 tons, coming 
from the Sub-Treasury to the clearing-house 
on balances. Of course these balances vary 
from day to day. During the administration 
of Assistant-Treasurér Acton, the largest 
debit noted for any one day was on July 3 
last, when over $7,000,000 went out. Prior 
to the appointment of Mr. Acton the balance 
on one occasion reached over $8,500,000, and 
to pay it seventeen tons of gold had to be 
taken from the Sub-Treasury vaults and 
passed over to the clearing-louse authorities 
for proper distribution among the creditor 

banks. 1 
Not the least interesting feature of this im- 

mense transfer of gold under the direction of 
the Clearing-Hlouse Association is the fact 
that each and every dollar of the millions is 
carried through the streets and delivered by 
one man, or, rather, by one man and his as- 
sistants. That man is John C. Barkley, 
popularly known to every banker, broker, 
and office-boy in the city’s financial centre as 
“Honest John Barkley.“ The title has been 
well earned. Coming into Wall street as 
long ago as 1848, during the last three dec- 
ades he has hada monopoly of carting the 
gold and silver of the street, He has pros- 
pered, and gossip rates him asa very rich 
man. He himself admits that he has man- 
aged to make a living and lay by a penny or 
two for a rainy day.“ Service for the clear- 
ing-house by no means limits his work. 
Every dollar shipped te Europe or received 
from Europe is conveyed to or from the 
ship on his trucks, and scoresSand scores of 
fashionable families are never content to 
leave the city for summer homes until Bark- 
ley has transmitted their silver to safety 
vaults. 

John C. Barkley does not work for neth- 
ing, nor for mere pleasure, nor for glory. 
He has a truck on which he can carry 82. 
000,000 in gold, or forty shipping ke The 
fee for each keg is $l, or for the trip out of 
Wall street to the steamship company’s pier 
$40. But this is far from excessive when 
consideration is given to the responsibilities 
attending the business, Barkley’s experience 
in carrying gold through the streets of the 
city has not been uneventful. He knows 
whatitis to be shadowed by ruffians and 
thieves, and has been placed in more than 
one zunpieasant dilema while caring for 
other people's treasure. But in the third of 
a century which he has devoted to his bust 
ness not a single instance has there been of 
loss. Every 5 given to his care has 
been faithfully delivered always, and on 
time, One of the secrets of his success may 
have some slight connection with a very 
business-like appearing pistol which fills a 
hip pocket. Each of bis men is similarly 
equipped, and instructions from the city 
police authorities warrant the use of bullets 
when the occasion demands it, In all his 
experience, however, there have never yet 
occurred circumstances where the weapons 
really had to be drawn: Inspector Byrnes 
keeps nearly a dozen of his most trusted offi- 
cers on special duty in Wall street constant- 
ly, and as Barkley’s work is all done within 
banking hours the detectives give him close 
cpare. Gold and silver in smail—that is as 

all street rates small —amounts are 
carried around the streets in strong canvas 
bags. On one occasion John Barkley had to 
carry some thousands of dollars in this man- 

ner to an up-town bank. He climbed into a 

Broadway stage, and two strangers climbed 

in close behind him. He didn’t like their 

look, and he grasped his canvas bags with a 

firmer grip and didn’t close his eyes.

be, they have captivated by their countless 
charms. Histo?y. we know, is daily repeat- 
ing itself, andit is difficult to believe that 
human nature is different nowadays from 
what it was in years gone by, although the 
manners of society may have undergone cer- 
tain changes. It is easy to criticlse in un- 
measured terms the social usages of only 
predecessors, but, after all, it must not be

»For as much,’ quote she, ‘as ye be an En- 
glishiman, whose custom it is in your coun- 
try to kiss all ladies and gentlewomen with- 
out offense, and although it be not so in this 
realm (France), yet will I be so bold to kiss 
you, and so shall all 17 maidens.’ By means 
whereof I kissed my lady and all her maid- 
ens.“ Chaucer frequently alludes to this old 
custom, and our readers may recollect how, 
in the “Sompnour’s Tale,” he notices the 
zeal with which the holy father perforins 
this act of gallantry. When the mistress of 
the house enters the room where he is busily 
engaged in “groping tenderly” her hus- 
band’s conscience, we are told how—

Hot Tea and Ice Cream Furnished Free 
te Working Giris. 

New York letter: “Steady work, good pay, 
and hot tea furnished free with lunch ” are 
the attractive promises made by a Mercer 
street fifm in an advertisement for girls to 

wing machines. A reporter who 
visited the shop to see if the “hot tea” part 


of the story was true found about fifty girls 
at work running sewing machines lu a large, 
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airy, and cool basement which extends 
though from Broadway to Mercer street un- 
der the store occupied by the firm. 

„es,“ said the foreman, “we give them 
hot tea at lunch every working day, and 
have done so ever since last fall. Not only 
that, but in the hot weather we have giveu 
each girl a dish of ice-cream after her lunch 
daily. Judge Hilton used to give the girls 
in Stewart’s workrooms hot tea with their 
lunch. I was employed at Stewart's eight 
years, and saw the good effect of that little 
kindness. When I came down here te take 
charge of this department [ suggested it, 
and it was readily agreed to, and when the 
hot season came the firm advanced upon it in 
by the addition of the ice-cream. It does 
not cost much, and we think does the girls a 
great deal of good. There is a woman whose 
sole duty itis to take care of making and 
serving the tea, dishing out the ice-cream—of 
which we get two gallons a day—and taking 
eare of the little table furniture re- 
quired. Including her wages, the supply 
of tea, with milk and sugar, costs only 
about $2 a day, and the addition of the 
ice-cream brings it up to about 
$5aday. Yet, so far as I know, this is the 
only house in the city that shows this littie 
attention to its employés—that is, the on! 
house in this sort of business. There are, 
understand, banking concerns down town 
that give their clerks good dinners, but 1 
know nothing of my own knowledge about 
that sort of treatment of employés. The 
usual rule for poor sewing-girls and shop- 
girls is that they bring with them in she morn- 
ings a little cold lunch, and at noon-time eat 
it dry, or, if they are lucky, with the addi- 
tion of a Klass of ice-water. They cannot 
work hard and be happy and healthy on that 
way of living. e find that it pays us to 
give them these little attentions, and to allow 
them ten minutes more for lunch time than 
is customary. The usual time is half an 
hour. We give forty minutes. Some firms, 
Jam told, in their busy season cut their help 
down to tifteen minutes for lunch, aud give 
them some cold food, sandwiches, or some- 
thing of that kind, at the spot where their 
work requires them to be. But that does them 
nothing like the good that our cup of tea 
dees to our girls. Look and see if you ever 
found a better-looking lot of girls in ashop.” 

The girls really did look well. A rather 
unusually large proportion of them were de- 
cidedly pretty, and all had a healthy look 
that spoke well for their eondition. ‘The tea 
they drank is mixed black and green, as good 
as the market affords; the sugar is in large 
snowy lumps; the milk condensed; the ice- 
eream, which was brought in ile the re- 
porter was present, a few minutes before 
noon, was excellent. Large mugs were 
used for serving the tea, big saucers for the 
ice-cream, and each girl used the milk and 
sugar to suit her taste. 

They work better for it and ao better 
work.“ said one of the proprietors. ‘ Expe- 
rience has taught me that you can’t get much 
out of either man or woman when you make 
them cross.

The Bank of Engiand., . 
The constitution and government of the 
Bank of England are not fully understood, 
even by many otherwise well-informed resi- 
dents of the City of London itself. It differs 
from most corporations in the fact thatit has 
no permanent Governor nor Chairman, and, 
furthermore, that the remuneration paid to 
the Directors for their services is individually 
small. The governife body consists of 
twenty-six Directors, that is to say, one Gov- 
ernor, one Deputy-Governor, and twenty-four 
Directors. This body does not change ex- 
cept by death or resignation, ete., but the 
Governor and his Deputy, who act as Chair- 
man and Deputy-Chairman of the Board or 
Court of Directors, change every two years, 
the Deputy becoming Governor, and all the 
Directors being Deputy and Governor in ro- 
tation. The salary of the Governor, as well 
as that of the Deputy-Governor, is now 
£1,000 per annum, while that of the other 
twenty-four Directors is £500 each. Ac- 
cording to Francis, whose history of the 
Bank of England is practically out of print, 
the management of the bank is vested in the 
3 Court of Directors, which meets week- 
„ when a statement is read of the iti 
of the bank as regards its securities, bullion, 
and habilities. The Directors have equal 
power, and should a majority disapprove of 
the arrangements. they may reconstruct 
them. Eight Directors go out and cight 
come in annually, elected by the court of 
proprietors. The list of candidates recom- 
mented by the Court of Directors is trans- 
mitted to the proprietors, and the eight so 
recoumended uniformly come in. When 
any person is proposed as a new Director in- 
quiry is always instituted concerning his pri- 
vale character; Those who survive this 
fiery ordeal, and are approved of by the 
Court of Directors, never fail to be elect- 
ed, The qualifications for a Director are 
the possession of bank stock to the amount 
of £2,000; for the Deputy-Governor, £5,000, 
and for the Governor, £4,000, ° Directors 
are responsible for management of the 
affairs of the bank, and penaities are at- 
tached to their office individually aud col- 
lectively on certain occasions. By the char- 
ter, however, they are not answerable to the 
Govern ment for management of the mon- 
etary department, and the security which the 
public has for a good administration of af- 
fairs depends upon the discretion of the Di- 
reetors subject to the charter. No volume 
has ever been issued from the press contain- 
ing elements of more dramatic or even trag- 
ical interest than the work of Mr. Francis.
